Washington, D.C., Feb. 9.—[Special.jJ— 
There is now left of the session practically 
only three weeks, and it is a remarkable

By the time the next congress is fairly 
ander way the selection of delegates to the 
two national conventions will be begun. It 
was supposed, also, that in this congress 
something would develop which would affect 
materially the chances of one or more of the 
republican candidates for the preéidency. 
Speaker Cannon, who is in this category, pre 
gided over the sessions of the house, and Vice 
President Fairbanks, who also is an active 
candidate for the presidency, sat in the ele- 
vated chair during the seesions of the sen- 
ate. Senator Foraker has been in the lime- 

-}ight from the beginning of the short session, 
on account of his attitude in the Browneville 
matter. 

There were, therefore, three prominent 
candidates for the presidency who were 
right in the public eye at the same time at 
the capjtol, and yet the net result of the leg- 
isletive work of the winter has been such 
that no man can claim any benefit, and no 
one has been injured seriously by it. There 
hae been no clash between congress and the 
executive sufficient to involve any of the cab- 
inet officers, and Taft, Root, and Shaw are 
as strong with the people collectively and 
individually as they ever were. Apparently 
the adjournment will come on March 4 with 
the personal issues of the next campaign 
still in the future. 


Is “Uncle Joe’ a Candidate? 

One of the questions which are most fre-_ 
quently asked and not always answered is 
whether Uncle Joe Cannon, speaker of the 
house, is an active candidate for the presi- 
Gency. Possibly his nearest friends might 
deny that he has any real ambition in this 
direction, and they would point to the fact 
-. that his age is so much against him that the 
' people in the long run would be more likely 
' ‘to turn to a younger man. The speaker al- 
Bene ask, is more than threescore years and’ten, 
but he ts as full of life and energy as the

New York, Feb. 9.—[Special.])—Here are 
the rules laid down. by John D. Rockefeller, 
through his personal representative, Freder- 
ick T. Gates, for the guidance of the general 
education board in disbursing his millions: 

Operate sympathetically and helpfully in 
higher education with the religious denomi- 
nations. 

Aim to' fix uponr the centers of wealth and 
population to form the permanent pivots of 
our educational system. 

Mass the funds on endowments, requiring 
in this work the largest possible local co- 
operation. 

The moet comprehensive idea ever made 
public of John D. Rockefeller’s purposes in 
giving his millions for higher education was 
furnished today by Mr. Gates, who is chair- 
man of the general education board, as well 
as personal representativeof Mr. Rockefeller 
in his philanthropies and charities. Mr. 
Gates made it plain that the influence of 
the oil king's endowments would be exerted 
in the @irection of centralizing education in 
the great cities. 


Greatest Need in Big Cities. 

While the Rockefeller policy, as outlined, 
does not foreshadow disaster to the country 
college, it does distinctly indicate that the 
bulk of the income of the $43,000,000 which 
he has given to the general education board 
will go to supply the need of the great cities 
which, it is pointed out, are sorely lacking 
in facilities for higher education. 

In defining the general policy of the edu- 
cation board Mr. Gates, who may be said 
to be the mouthpiece of Mr. Rockefeller, 
said: 

‘I ghould like to take this opportunity to 
call the attention of philanthropists think- 
ing of founding colleges and technical schools 
to the fact that our cities and centers of 
population and wealth are being neglected. 
The ancient and mistaken tradition that col- 
leges for efficiency should be located in the 
deep country has prevailed to an extent so 
alarming that today the great center of 
population and wealth to which the people 
are more and more flocking, on which all 
interests converge and from which all great 
forces are radiating, are almost wholly neg- 
lected in our system of higher education. 


Women’s Colleges to Benefit. 

‘“*We have something like 400 colleges in 
this country located in small country towns. 
The first work of the general education board 
for higher education has been and will con- 
tinue to be to assist the great centers of 
population and to.make them the pivots. in 
fact, as they are in all true educational tiue- 
ory, of the future system of higher educa- 
tion tn this country. Let the philanthropists

Bring Colleges to People. 

Investigations which Mr. Rockefeller had 
made convinced him thet the large cities 
should be made the centers of. education. 
It is said that he then had in mind the gift 
which he made last week. 

In support of Mr. Rockefeller’s contention 
thet the large cities, not the country towns, 
should have the colleges, Mr. Gates said 
today that at Scranton, Pa., there ig a popu- 
lation of 750,000 within a radius of fifty 
miles. A college could draw several hundred 
students from that territory alone, but as 
there ie no college there the percentage of 
the population receiving higher education is 
only one-fourth the normal. 

“This and other cases prove that to plant 
a college in a community creates a thirst for 
learning,’’ said Mr. Gates. ‘‘ We have learned 
by careful and scientific analysis that people 
do not go to the colleges, old as our civiliza- 
tion is; we must take the colleges to the peo- 
ple. Harvard and Yale draw more than 50 
per cent of their students from their own im- 
mediate vicinity; Dartmouth over 75, and 
some of the smaller colleges as high as 90 
per cent from within 100 miles of the 


campus.”’ 


No Opponent of Free Thought. 

John D. Rockefeller’s sentiment on free 
thought in endowed universities, expressed 
in a letter written two years ago by his per- 
sonal representative, Frederick T. Gates, 
were made public by Mr. Gates after a re- 
porter had repeated to him this comment on 
Mr. Rockefeller’s $82,000,000 gift, uttered by 
J. G. Phelps Stokes: 

“ It is unfortunate that the suspicion should 
attach toa gift made with the object of pro- 
moting education, that those who taught the 
truth might find their chairs vacated.” 

The letter made public by Mr. Gates was 
addressed to a man who had appealed to Mr. 
Rockefeller to have dismissed a Chicago unl- 
versity professor who had been quoted in a 
newspaper as attacking the Christian re- 
gion: 

“T a not know of any way in the world,” 
wrote Mr. Rockefeller through Mr. Gates, 
“by which we can arrive at the truth except 
by letting everybody speak out what he be- 
lieves to be the truth, within the limits of 
public morality. And it seems to me that 
there is no place on earth where this liberty 
of utterance should be so carefully guarded 
and cherished as in an institution of learning, 
which at least pretends to be a place of im- 
partial research.”’

city, with a population of 5,000 persons, rang- 
ing in age from 11 to 17 years, organized as 
a complete municipality, with warde, city 
council, mayor, and administrative depart- 
ments, officered entirely by youths, will be 
created at Lake Winona, Ind, next August, 
in connection with the Winona Chautauqua 
assembly. The city will exist three weeka. 

The movement wag started a short time 
ago at a meeting attended by thirty promi- 
nent business and professional men, connect- 
ed with the Winona assembly and Winona 
Technical school. 

Stores to Be Boys’ Property. 

There will be eight wards in the city, each 
one of which will elect a representative to 
the city council. The council will meet once 
or twice a week. A grocery, a notion, and 
candy store, a soda water fountain, a restau- 
rant, a photographic supply shop, etc., are 
to be owned and operated by stock companies 
of boys, each number in charge of an adult. 
At the end of the season the profits will be 
distributed as dividends. 

Each boy will be expected to provide his 
own provisions, He may bring them with 
him, or buy them at the grocery, and may 
eat. his meals at the restaurant,. where the 
prices will be only a little more than cost. 

The boys will live in tents, holding four and 
eight occupants. These will be set up by the 
management without cost to the boys, the 
small advance fee charged each for his three 
weeks’ residence in the city including his 
tent, cot, ight, fuel, and water. There will 
be five permanent buildings in the city—the 
assembly hall, general store and supply 
house, gymnasium, band stand, and electrical 
and photographic shops. 


Telephone System a Feature. 

One of the features will be a telephone sys- 
tem, by means of which the boys will be 
taught the rudiments of telephone engineer- 
ing. This will be am adjunct of the electrical 
department, and the boys interested in this 
branch of work can purchase and install in- 
struments in their tents et a nominal fee. 

It ie arranged that the electrical clase shall 
have a monopoly on the telephones, charging 
all others 1 cent for each call. Any abuse 
of this monopoly will be thrashed out before 
the city council to the development of boy 
oratory. 

All boys who own cameras will be urged 
to bring them. A camera club will be organ- 
ized to hold competitions for the best pic- 


tures. 
Band and Chorus Planned. 

Every boy who possesses a musical instru- 
ment will be expected to bring that with him 
also. A boys’ band and a boys’ orchestra 
will be formed out of the musical talent 
which the management expects to discover. 
A gymnasium will be constructed, with the 
aid of the boys, working under the direction 
of expert carpenters. An athletic field will 
be laid out along the lake and@ all kinds of 
competitions held under municipal auspices. 
Classes in hature study will be formed, in 
which competent men will instruct the boys 
itm all the interesting lore of trees, rocks, 
birds, fish, and flowers that are to be found 


under ordinary circumstances does not have 
to resort to an outside personal organization.

In the next 
house there will be 222 republican represen- 
tatives. They come from 222 different con- 
gressional districts, scattered all over the 
northern states from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Every one of those men is more or 
less dependent upon the speaker of the house 
for personal and political preferment. Al- 
Tost every one of them has a bill or a sec- 
tien of some measure in which he and his 
community are personally interested. Ap- 
propriations for rivers and harbors, new 
Public buildings, and a thousand and one 
things of local interest are to be had by any 
hustling representative, first of all, and gen- 
erally last of all, through the personal im- 
pression he may create upon the speaker of 
the house. It would be only natural, there- 
fore! for the republican members to take 
sides with the speaker, if he should be an 

-~ open candidate for the presidency, because in 
- that way they would further their own politi- 
tal interests. 
McKinley Case in Point. 

There is still another phase to this con- 
Bressional presidential campaign which is 
Well understood by men who have served 2 
term or two in congress.

Trustees of the estate are authorized to 
set aside a fund of $50,000 to be used in the 
prosecution of the assassin of the testator or 
the instigator of his assassination.

Comstock Calls White Monster. 


Anthony Comstock, lying dangerously ill 
of pneumonia at his home in Summit, N. J., 
this afternoon gave to a reporter an author- 
ized interview, which is one of the most im- 
portant contributions to the history of the 
Thaw case that have yet been furnished, with 
the exception of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw’s own 
wonderful story. 

“IT know that Stanford White was a hu- 
man monster,’’ said the invalid: head of the 
Anti-Vice society. “I know that much of 
what Mrs. Harry Thaw has stated as a wit- 
ness is true. I know that Stanford White's 
den in the tower of Madison Square garden 
was as she has described it. I know that 
White made a business of destroying young 
girls. I know of at least one specific in- 
stance. And what I know I learned after I 
had been given the first clews by Harry Ken- 
dall Thaw himself. 

“My first knowledge of this case cape 
from ‘the summer of 1905—about a year 
fore the killing, I should say. Oneafternoon 
@ tall, well dressed, well bred young man 
came to me in my office in the Temple Bar 
building. He seemed to be laboring under 
excitement, and it was evident that he was 
desperately in earnest. He opened the con- 
versation by asking me if I were interested 
in the suppression of vice. Then he wanted 
to know if my society gave special attention 
to the arrest and punishment of men who 
preyed upon young girls. I told him that we 
did. He jumped up abruptly, said he would 
see me again, and left without telling me 
hig name. At the door he stopped long 
enough to say he would see me again. 


Thaw Put Him on Trail. 


“A few days later he came back.- This time 
he seemed more at ease, but he was still 
laboring under strong emotion, as I could see 
plainly. He now introduced himself. As 
nearly as I can recall, he said: 

“*] am Harry Kendall Thaw of Pittsburg. 
You may have heard of me. I want to tell 
you of a man who has betrayed more young 
girls than any man in New York. He is par- 
ticularly given to pursuing. the young girls 
of the stage. It is a debt which society owes 
to iteelf to halt him now, before he brings 
shame and sorrow to any more victims. 

*“** He has come into my own life in such a 
way that I desire above everything else to see 
his practices stopped in‘ order that others 
may be spared the suffering he has brought 
upon me and mine. His name is Stanford 
White. He is an architect and he has an 
infamous den in the tower of the Madison 
Square garden.’ 

“That in effect was his statement; con- 
tinued Mr. Comstock, ‘‘ although of course I 
asked him a great deal more of the matter, 
He left after securing my promise toinvesti- 
gate. He agreed to pay the cost of looking 
into the case. He at once mailed me a check 
of sufficient size to defray the necessary ex- 
penses, and subsequently wrote me several 
times upon the subject of White, asking each 
time what progress we were making. 


Inquiry Proved Charge Correct. 


“Our investigation confirmed to a great 
degree what Thaw had told me. Our de- 
tectives were astounded at what they dis- 
covered. We worked hard and 1 learned a 
great deal, but of all cases these are the 
hardest to prove under the rules of evidence, 
and before risking an arrest I determined to 
catch White. 

“I learned that his rooms in the tower 
were as Mrs. Evelyn Thaw has described 
them in the trial. Two of our detectives en- 
deavored to hire roome in the same tower in 
order to watch his goings and comings. The 
deal was almost completed when one of the 
detectives made a bungle. Something which 
he said or did gave the alarm to the janitor. 
and although we were on the waiting list for 
a long time, and although several times 
apartments in the tower were Vacant, we 
were never able to secure a suite or a single 
room. 


Failed to Trap Him in Den. 


“ We .were still vainly trying to arrange a 
trap from which there would be no escape 
for White when he dismantled his room in 
the tower. 

“I learned positively of one case of White's 
conduct to a girl only 15 years old almost 
identically as Mrs. Evelyn Thaw describes 
her own case, but the girl was in the chorus 
of a road company and we could not reach 
her and make a witness of her. We got evi- 
dence of other things—things that convince 
me that what Harry Thaw’'s wife now 
swears is true. I believe in her story and I 
base that belief upon what I know of the 


man. 
“The last time I saw Harry Thaw was 

only two .or three weeks before he shot 

White. He appeared to be in a, desperate 


dung woman—eome of them now well known 
avd a different date on eech. One of these

state—like a man who is well nigh frantic. 


He said to me wildly: ‘ You must keep on, 
you must stop this man, he must be stopped 
now—at once.’ 

“TI will willingly sign a statement to the 
truth of all that I have said, and were I well 
enough I would swear to it in court if I were 
asked to do so.”’ 


Mrs, Thaw Mobbed at Tombs. 


Evelyn Nesbit Thaw visited her husband 
in the Tombs today for the first time since 
she began to tell the story of her iMfe on the 
witness stand. She was accompanied by the 
elder Mrs. Thaw and A. R. Peabody and 
John B. Gleason of Thaw’s counsel. The 
five had a long conference in the counsel 
room of the prison. Mrs. Thaw appeared 
to be in high spirits today, and her husband 
also seemed to be in a pleasant mood. He 


would not discuss the progress of his trial, | 


bowever. 

The elder Mrs. Thaw left the Tombs first. 
When later the prisoner's wife stepped down 
the stairs toward the entrance she saw a 
great crowd had congregated. 

Bravely, however, she continued her walk 
toward the brougham, but when she reached 
the center of the sidewalk the mob clhos-:d 
about her. She threw up her arms and 
begged she be let alone, but the crowd edged 
in even closer and in despair she ruehed 
back into the prison. 

One’of the guards summoned several police- 
men and they were compelled toturn the mob 
into the side streets before Mrs. Thaw could 
proceed. A huge crowd followed the elder 
Mrs. Thaw also, but did not molest her. 


Jurors Chafe at Confinement. 


Some of the jurors are beginning to chafe 
under the restraint in which they are held. 
Under the rules which have been laid down 
for them they are denied practically every 
liberty, and they are permitted to leave the 
hotel for exercise only when all twelve of 
the men wish to go. Then they are taken out 
under close guard. 

This condition resulted today in what de- 
veloped into an unpleasant disagreement be- 
tween the twelve men. About half the num- 
ber wanted to go out for a walk during the 
forenoon, as they missed the usual walk 
down to the Criminal Courts building. The 
others had no desire to go out, however. They 
were weary as a result of the trying days in 
court, and preferred to lounge around their 
suite in the hotel. 

A lengthy conference and much argument 
brought no result, and then the men who 
wanted to go out appealed to the officer in 
charge. He told them that he was powerless. 


TRIAL EXCITES ALL ENGLAND. 


London Newspapers Get Out Extras to 
Give Latest News of Thaw Case 
Developments. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 9.—Never hae an American 
cause célébre commanded such widespread 
interest abroad as the trial of Harry Thaw in 
New York. The only parallel thereto is the 
Dreyfus case at Rennes. The English press 
makes it the chief feature. and the evening 
papers publish late special editions, giving 
the latest evidence each day. The case is 
the chief topic of conversation. All classes 
of English editors, according to national cus- 
tom, hhold all comment until the result 
is reach Serious English journals de- 
plore what they describe as ‘ pandering to 
the foul appetite ’’ by the prominence given 
the trial by the bulk of the press. The Spec- 
tator, however, admits that “ while human 
nature is what it is the taking of Nfe and the 
circumstances which draw to focus in an 
act of death cannot but be of compelling in- 
terest.”’ 


Paris Keenly Interested in Trial. 

PARIS, Feb. ¥.—Interest in the Thaw case 
has been increased here by the activity of 
certain women of the under world, who de- 
clare their eagerness to go to New York as 
witnesses against Thaw on the ground of 
criminal cruelty and general degeneracy dis- 
played by him when he was in Paris two years 
ago. One of these women is armed with 
medical certificates attesting that the con- 
dition of her body, which she said was covered 
with scars, was due to a scalding inflicted by 
the young millionaire. 

Another woman declares, with medical cor- 
roboration, that she developed a mortal dis- 
ease as the result of six hours’ exposure to 
the cold while thinly clad on the balcony of a 
house occupied by Thaw. Still others air 
other grievances. 

“ Thaw not only had a craze for parboiling 
his women friends,’"’ laments Mille. Odette 
Travenne, a music hall artiet in the Rue des 
Martyrs, “ but he used to revel in giving ex- 
pensive presents, only to take them away 
abruptly, purely in order to enjoy his victim's 
discomfiture.” 

French criminal lawyers believe it alto- 
gether impossible for the jury to give Thaw 
the death penalty after his wife's testimony, 
which bears the stamp of truth and which tt 
is believed the American jury will consider 
the most important of all.

SOCIALIST VOTE HAS LOSS 


TOTAL CAST AT PRIMARIES THE 
SMALLEST RECORDED. 


Only 2,084 Ballots, According to Offi- 
cial Figures of Clerk Powell of the 
Election Commission—This Namber 
Less than Half That in April, 1905 
—Party Managers Say Decrease Is 
Due to Polling Places Having Been 
Located at Inconvenient Points. 


The socialist primaries yesterday resulted 
in the smallest mumber of votes cast since a 
record of socialist primaries has been kept in 
Chicago. Only 2,084 votes were cast, ac- 
cording to the official figures of Chief Clerk 
Powell of the election commissioners. 

In April, 1906, the socialists polled 4,320 
votes; in September, 1905, 2,925 votes; in 
April, 1906, 3,261 votes, and in August, 1906, 
2,918 votes. It was estimated by Clerk 
Powell that the average cost to the county 
for each vote cast yesterday was $5. 

In some wards aldermanic candidates were 
caucused for. The socialist candidate for 
mayor without opposition is George Koop, a 
union printer. Together with candidates for 
the lesser city offices he probably will be 
nominated Wednesday, when the convention 
to nominate the city ticket will be held at 
Brand's hall, Clark and Erie streets.

QUEER SERVICE IN GhURGH 


ONLY TWO MEN TO WORSHIP IN 
OAK PARK TEMPLE TODAY. 


Wishing to Maintain Their Record of 
sever Being Absent from Religious 
Exercises on Sunday, One Will Be 
Minister, Organist, and Choir, and 
the Other the Audience—Dwellings 
Will Be Turned Into Sanctuaries 
Temporarily Because of Epidemic. 


Although every church in Oak Park will 
remain officially closed today on account of 
the scarlet fever epidemic, one church’ in 
the suburb will have a full fledged service. 
One man will serve as minister, organist, and 
choir; a second will be the audience. 

The two men who will uphold in full the 
religious forms of Oak Park are Frank 
Henry Preice, organist of the First Presby- 
terilan church, and James Shepherd, a 
Scotchman, who has long been one of the 
pillars of the congregation. For years these 
two have maintained a record of never miss- 
ing a service, and last Sunday, meeting by 
chance at the door of the church, they went 
in, offered their own prayers, and sang their 
own hymns. 

They expect to do it again today. 

Meanwhile every churchgoer’s home in the 
suburb will be an impromptu meeting house. 
Each of the pastors has sent out letters rec- 
ommending a uniform order of service and 
inclosing a complete sermon which is to be 
read by the heads of families. 


Service Held by Two Men. 

The story of the unusual service held last 
Sunday at First Presbyterian church came to 
light only yesterday. In the morning Mr. 
Preice, unwilling to break his record, even 
for an epidemic, decided to go to church as 
usual. Outside the door he found Shepherd 
blankly reading the notice which announced 
that the church was closed. 

*“* Come on, James,’’ said Mr. Preice, pulling 
out his key, “ let’s go in!’’ 

Mr. Preice went to the organ and Shepherd 
sat down in his regular pew. Then they be- 
gan the printed order of service which was 
lying in the pews. 

Just as they had finished singing ‘‘ My 
Faith Looks Up to Thee,’ Dr. Luccock, pas- 
tor of the church, came in on an errand. He 
looked up in surprise; then a smile crept 
over his face. 

“* H’m,"’ he said. 
tiptoed out again. 

Neither of the worshipers gave any sign 
of having seen him. They continued the 
service, Mr. Preice pronouncing the benedic- 
tion, and composedly went home to dinner. 


Plans Arranged for Today. 

The letter sent out by the ministers of the 
suburb directs that each family shall open 
its service at 10:30 a. m. by singing “Safely 
Through Another Week.”’ Then they are to 
unite in the Lord's prayer and in reading 
Psalm xxvii. This is to be folloswed by the 
sermon, which is a composite on the text. 
“The Seven Kinds of Love That Bind a Home 
Together.”’ 

“It is deeired,’’ reads the letter, “that this 
day shall not be lost out of the happy days 
of life, but that it shall help us to make a 
Sabbath day's journey nearer our heavenly 
home.’

Mrs. Florence C. Paredez, daughter of the 
late John Hutchinson, a Chicago pioneer, 
Was granted a divorce yesterday in Judge 
Windes’ court from Antonio Hernandez Par- 
edez, to whom she was married last Béep- 
tember and with whom she lived but six 
weeks. 

Thus ended an internatfonal romance which 
attracted the attention of the bride’s friends 
in all the women’s clubs in town. 

Mrs. Paredez, who recently has recovered 


from a severe iliness, told a story of extreme . 


cruelty on the part of her adventurer hus- 
band, adding that he had deserted her Oct. 
14 after trying by wiles and tricks to gain 
possession of the considerable fortune left 
her by her mother. 


Fails to Get Her Money. 


“He did not get my money,” she said, 
“although just before he left me he asked 
me for $10,000 to carry through some of his 
wild schemes. I do not want to speak harshly 
of him. I do not want to see him again and 
am forced to admit that all he wanted was 
money. 2 

“ He was such @ gallant man and had such 
courteous, winning ways. His eyes were a 
lustrous brown and he had such pretty teeth. 
I can hardiy believe the things now that I 
am forced to admit. He could sing and play 
beautifully and talk in six languages. His 
stories of adventure in South American revo- 
lutiong and wanderings around the world 
were thrilling.” 


Beginning of Acquaintance. 

Going back to the beginning of her “ac- 
quaintance with him Mrs. Paredez said: 

* We met in New York six months before 
we were married. As we both had traveled 
and could talk in several languages we found 
each other agreeable, and our acquaintance 
progressed rapidly.

“Our marriage was quiet, owing to the 
recent death of my mother, and immediately 
afterward he urged me to go to the City of 
Mexico and to Spain on our wedding tour. 
He often asked me about my money, butlI 
told him it was all in the lawyer's hands...

Cousin Saves Her Life. 

‘*He had a cousin living at my house at 
8145 Indiana avenue.

“T was alone except for my maid, but I 
became worse and I think I would have 
died and all my money would have gone 
to him hed it not been for the arrival of 
my cousin, Carl Hutchinson of Wisconsin.

On Petition of Creditors American 
Trust and Savings Bank Is Put in 
Charge, with Instructions to Con-

Bridge, Taken to Lockport When

The Norton flour milling business was put 
in the hands of a receiver gn petition of cred- 
itors last evening after being operated for 
fifty-nine years. The concern was formerly 
Norton Brothers and the mill was at the west 
end of the Madison street bridge. A few 
years ago the drainage board condemned the 
site and the mill was taken to Lockport, the 
firm being changed to Norton & Co. 

The mills employ 100 persons. The com- 
pany also has a general estore at Lockport 
and a grain elevator at Romeo, Il. 

The: petition in bankruptcy was filed by 
creditors having claims aggregating $595. 
The concern is said by petitioners to have 
assets amounting to $600,000 and liabilities 
in unsecured claims amounting to $250,000 
and secured claims amounting to $350,000. 


Banks Hold Secured Claims, 
Banks which advanced money are said to 
hold most of the secured claims. 
The petitioning creditors are: 
McNeil & Higgins company.. 
L. A. Talcott company 
A. Plamondon Manufacturing company

The petition alleges two acts in bankruptcy, 
the payment of $380 to J. D. Hollingshead & 
Co., Feb. 5, and the paymem of $100 to 
George 8.

When the business was reorganized J. L. 
Norton, now president of the concern, took 
over the business of his brothers, and Norton 
& Co. was organized and incorporated. The 
firm of Norton Brothers had become involved 
in financial difficulty and the new company 
assumed “the obligations of the old concern, 
the creditors taking in payment stock in the 
new business. There are now, according to 
the attorneys, 100 stockholders in the con- 
cern. -W. G. Norton is secretary. 


Receiver to Continue Business. 


Judge Landis appointed the American 
Trust and Savings bank receiver with bonds 
of $25,000, and upon the request of Rosenthal, 
Kurz & Hirschi, who filed the petition for the 
creditors, the receiver was directed to con- 
tinue the businees. The receiver was em- 
powered to set aside $1,000 to conserve the 
estate and pay current expenses. The peti- 
tion recited that some of the creditors of the 
concern, had threatened to levy upon the 
property of the concern. 

The creditors attribute the fallure in part 
to the indebtedness of Norton Brothers, 
which was assumed, and in part to the re- 
cent mse in the price of wheat. 


MAN SHOT BY HIGHWAYMEN 
ALMOST AT DOOR OF HOME. 


James Orr, Stockyards Fireman, Flees 
When Trio Tell Him to Throw Up 
His Hands—May Die. 


James Orr, 82 years old, a fireman employed 
in the stockyards, was shot and dangerously 
wounded early last night almost in front of 
his house, 3619 Morgan street, when he failed 
to obey the commandé of three highwaymen to 
throw up his hands.

Files 1,000 Traction Suits, 


It was just about a year ago the attorney 
to the transportation superintendent filed 
1,000 suits against the City railway and the 
Union Traction. .companies for violation of 
the Kohout ordinance prohibiting the over- 
crowding of street cars. On a plea by the 
companies Judge Mack enjoined the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance, and Atiorney Gross- 
berg appealed from the decision to the Su- 
preme court. 

About Oct. 1 last the Supreme court dis- 
solved the injunction and ordered the cases 
tried. The companies filed a demurrer which 
Judge Carpenter heard, and then decided 
the ordinance illegal. Mr. Grossberg ap- 
pealed from this decision to the Supreme 
court. 

“If the Supreme court holds the ordinance 
legal,”"’ said Mr. Blakely yesterday, as he 
mused over the pleasant prospect, “‘ the cases 
will go back for trial on their merits. But 
then just as like as not some point will be 
raised in a demurrer perhaps, and the cases 
will make a third trip to the upper court be- 
fore we get down to the real issue.”’ 

“That will be a long time from now, will 
it not?’ Mr. Blakely was asked. 

“Yes, probably a long time from now,”’ 
softly replied the adviser to the attorney to 
the superintendent of transportation. 


Trio Is Busy in Meantime. 

In the meantime the trio were busy in the 
Municipal courts. They filed 100 suits against 
the Union Traction company and 50 suits 
against the City railway for violation of the 
sprinkling ordinance. Judge Lantry decided 
in favor of the city, but the companies ap- 
pealed. 

For violation of the overcrowding ordi- 
nance 160 suits were filed in the Municipal 
court. They were decided in favor of the 
companies and appealed by the city. Twenty 
suits for violation of the brake regulation 
were dismissed on agreement. Out of six 
suits for dirty cars the city won one, which 
the company appealed, and lost five. Other 
suits filed and now pending are twelve for 
switching back cars before reaching the end 
of the line, fifty for cold cars, and six for re- 
fusing to stop cars at railroad and street car 
crossings and before bridges. In six suits 
alleging undue delay in starting from the 
downtown terminals the jury disagreed. 

In the preparation and conduct of all these 
suits about $3,000 has been spent and if the 
city should lose them in the final stage the 
costs would exceed $5,000 in addition. And 
the salaries of the trio will still go march- 
ing’ on. 

Blakely Discusses “Possibilities.” 

Addison Blakely, who is the Col. Sellers 
of the transportation bureau, said last even- 
ing: 

“ There are great possibilities in those suite 
against the companies. Why, if we win 
them the City railway will stand to be fined 
a total of $1,000,000 and the Union Traction 
company $1,500,000. Think of it! What 
couldn’t the city do with $2,500,000? And 
those suits are based on the violations of the 
ordinances by the companies in one month 
alone. Why, at that rate the city would be 
able in three years to purchase the street car 
properties out of the fines collected against 
them. It would be a quicker and a cheaper 
way than the pending ordinances of getting 
municipal ownership. And I have figured it 
out that ff all the service ordinances were 
enforced the fines would buy the properties 
in one year.” 

“ Then you're going right ahead along thése 
lines?’’ Mr. Blakely was asked. 

“ Yes,”’ he replied, the glow lighting up his 
eye, ‘‘we’re going right ahead as long as 
Mayor Dunne remains in office.’’ 

Judgments on City Grow. 

In connection with the legal expenses of 
the mayor’s administration, into which the 
council is delving, it came out that judg- 
ments against the city have inoreaged tre- 
mendously sinee the transformation of the 
city attorney's office set’in. Since Jan. 16 
the mayor has caused the discharge of sev- 
enteen experienced attorneys and assistants 
and appointed thirty-eight political sup- 
porters, the majority of whom have proved 
useless in. the work. 

Judgments against the city for damages 
in personal injury suits have totaled $21,227 
in the last three weeks, whereas for the 
whole of last year the total wae only §192,- 
493. 

It was three weeks ago that ex-~Justice 
Caverly was made city attorney at the be- 
hest of Ald.

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INDIAN GIRL LIKES CITY 


PREFERS CHICAGO TO HER NA- 
TIVE HAUNTS IN THE WEST. 


Miss Nellie Foreman, a Cherokee 
Halfbreed, Signs Leases on Oil 
Lands She Holds as an Allotment 
from the Government—Tells of the 
Romantic Wooing of Her Mother by 
an Irish Cowboy—Has a Love Story 
Herself Here in Chicago. 


The story of how the attractions of a great 
city wooed an Indian maiden away from her 


native haunts amid the mesquite bushes and | 


sage brush of the reservation became known 
yesterday after her appearance in the United 
States District court, where she signed leases 
on oil lands which she holde as an allotment 
from the governmem. The tract consists of 
eighty-five acres in the heart of the oil dis- 
trict around Bartlesville, L T. 

The Indian girl is Miss Neliie Foreman, 
42 Weet Randolph street, a Cherokee half- 
breed ,who came here from Indtan territory 
three years ago to visit relatives of her 
father. So enamored was she by the bustle 
and sights of the city that she hag chosen to 
cast her lot in the ‘“ vale face’s’”’ country 
rather than in that which still identifies the 
remnant of her race—‘* The territory.’’ 


Educated in Haskell] Institute. 

Miss Foreman’s mother was a full blood 
,ndian squaw. Her father was a “ one-six- 
teenth " Indian, and the rest Irish. She was 
born twenty-four years ago in an Indian vil- 
lage, near the present town of Tahlequah, I. 
T.. which then was little more than a trading 
post. Her life has been one of romance and 
ever changing conditions. 

When she appeared in court, so strikingly 
Indianlike was her appearance that the 
judge asked: 

‘Can you sign your own name, Miss Fore- 
man ?’’ 

‘‘ Certainly,’’ she explained quickly, as she 
aérew the glove from her hand and affixed her 
name tothe lease. “ Ihave hada pretty good 
education, your honor. I was three yeare in 
Haskell! institute, near Lawrence, Kas.” 

The lease specifies that Miss Foreman isto 
get a royalty of one-tenth of all ofl produced 
on the land Her father and five half-broth- 
ers are large land owners near Tahlequah. 
Her father owns 1,000 acres of farming and 
oil lands. 

The Indian girl is reticent about discussing 
the days of her Indian life and Indian an- 
cestors. A relative of the family is the ex- 
desperado, Emmet Starr, who in the “ wild 
and woolly” days was a member of the 
famous Dalton gang that terrorized the entire 
southwest. Starr is now in the employ of the 
government at Tahlequah. , 


Ward of the Government. 


“1 don’t like to say anything about my 
grandfather’s war days, because the gov- 
ernment now is good and protects me,” Miss 
Foreman said. “ ‘They can't steal a nickel 
from me because the government watches 
closely. My mother’s father was a Cherokee 
chief, Fighting Wolf, one of the last to be 
conquered by the government soldiers. Of 
course, when I was born, the territory was 
an uncivilized and wild country. My father 
was a cowboy at first. Years after I was 
born he became rich off a claim he won in 
the famous race when the ‘ Cherokee strip ' 
was opened. Since then everything has 
changed there, and now the Indians live 
just like the white people.” 

The girl’s story included a chapter of how 
her father, as a cowboy, became lost on the 
plains, and rode into the Indian village, 
horse and rider exhausted. He was taken 
in by the chief and an attraction sprung up 
between himself and the chief's daughter, 
and with Indian rites they were married 
some twenty-six years ago. 


Has Sweetheart in Chicago. 


Miss Foreman is owner of considerable 
other land, given her by herfather. In keep- 
ing with a new Indian law, the sale of some 
Indian lands last December would have 
brought her $700 had she gone to Tahlequah 
to prove up her claim. 

“Tt didn’t go,"’ she said, smiling slyly. 
“Well, it was because I didn’t need the 
money for one reason, but to tell the truth 
it wad because my sweetheart and I had a 
quarrel about that time, and I wantedto stay 
here and make up.” 

Further than to confide that her sweet- 
heart is a “ pale face "—part German—and 
an employé in the city hall, she would not 


identify him.

COCAINE SELLER IN ROUT. 


CLOSED 
FIGHT. 


BRENDECKE’S STORE 
AFTER FIVE YEARS’ 


Municipal Court Prosecution of Three 
Months’ Duration Accom plishes 
What Efforts of Years in Old Juas- 
tice Courts Failed to Achieve— 
Drug Clerk Dahiberg, Convicted on 
One Charge, Fiees, Forfeiting His 
Bonds. 


With the closing yesterday of Adolph Bren- 
decke’s drug store, Sangamon and Randolph 
streets, the Municipal court won its first sig- 
nal victory tn the warfare which has been 
waged on the selling of cocaine. 

According to the police, Brendecke for the 
last five years has been the leader in the un- 
lawful sale of the drug, and during that time 
thousands of victims have secured the drug 
from his place, hundreds of others have been 
lured into its use, and many crimes have been 
charged to “ fiends’ crazed by the cocaine 
habit. 

From information obtainable in the neigh- 
borhood and from Brendecke’'s attorneys it 
is probable the store will never be reopened. 
Other druggists have sold the drug and still 
sell it in small quantities, but Brendecke has 
always been regarded by the police ag the 
chief offender. 


Hard Fight Wins Success. 


The closing of the store follows the vigor~- 
ous prosecution by Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney David Brothers in Judge Sadier’s court at 
Despleaines street. For more than five years 
efforts were made by the police and chari- 
table organizations to drive Brendecke out of 
business. He was fined frequently by jus- 
ticee of the peace, but every fine wae set aside 
in the upper courts. D. B. Brillow, who rep- 
resented him constantly, has three times suc- 
ceeded in having declared unconstitutional 
city ordinances against the sale of the drug. 

The day before the Municipal courts came 
into existence twelve cases against Bren- 
decke, which had been prepared by Mise Jes- 
sie Binsford of Hull house, were nonsuited 
by Justice C. J. Chott. Miss Binsford and 
Dr. Alice Hamilton, aleo of Hull house, led 
the general fight on the drug evil that cen- 
tered in the Desplaines street region. 

Immediately after Mr. Brothers went to 
Desplaines street he succeeded in getting 
five cocaine victims to testify against Bren- 
decke’s store. He caused the arrest of Dr. 
Alfred Dahlberg, Brendecke’'s clerk, on five 
charges of selling the drug to habitual users. 


Convicted Clerk in Flight. 

Following his custom, Brendecke obtained 
bail for his.clerk and prepared to fight the 
case. The first case was heard by a jury 
and resulted in aconviction. Dahlberg went 
to the bridewell on a fine of $200. He was 
released on a writ of habeas corpus before 
Judge Honoré. During the hearing of the 
second case Dahlberg left Chicago and went 
to Boston. Since then Dahlberg’s bonds, 
amounting to $4,000, have been forfeited, one 
at a time, by Municipal Judge Sadler. 

For several‘weeks Brendecke made efforts 
to sell his store, but was unsuccessful. He 
practically suspended the sale of the drug, 


the police say, and thousands of cocaine users 


left the district.

Eighty-three Members Present. 


Mr. Morron acted as chairman of the 
meeting, which was attended by eighty-three 
members of the club, including several mem- 
bers from out of town, who traveled long 
distances for the occasion. Some of these 
were Paul Morton, R. M. Bissell, James 
Gamble Rogers, Robert Mather, and A. A. 
McCormick. 

Contrary to the usual custom obtaining 
at the monthly banquets of the organization 
there were no set speeches.. The evening 
was given over to informal good fellowship, 
all speeches being impromptu and on sub- 
jects of intimate interest to the club. The 
songs were the feature. The meeting was 
held behind closed doors. During the recess 
the members signed the new roster of the 
Commercial Club of Chicago, which was dis- 
played in an outer roem. 

It was decided to torm the executive com- 
mittees of the two old clubs into one executive 
committee to govern the new club until the 
election of April 2. The officers of the Com- 
mercial club will act as officers of the new 
organization until the April election, 


- Organized in 1896. ; 


The Merchants’ club was organized in 1806 
by a group of the younger business meneof 
Chicago. J. V. Farwell Jr. was first presi- 
dent. The moving spirits in the organization 
of the club were such men as Harry G. 
Selfridge, Dunlap Smith, Hermon B. Butler, 
Benjamin Carpenter, Rollin A. Keyes, Will- 
lam Kent, Walter H. Wilson, and Arthur 
Meeker. 

The bylaws of the club were closely mod- 
eled upon those of the Commercial club and 
the active membership was limited to sixty. 

The first public meeting of the club indi- 
cated the point of view of the men who or- 
ganized it. The subject was “ The Needs of 
a Great City,” and the meeting was addressed 
by Daniel H. Burnham, William Kent, Mayor 
Swift, John J. Glessner, and others. 


Leads in Public Movements. 


The club at the start took the leadership in 
many important public movements. The club 
never appeared before the legislature except 
on some matter which it regarded as vital to 
the welfare of Chicago, and possibly this ex- 
plains why it was so fortunate as to never 
go down to Springfield without accomplish- 
ing what it undertook to do, and why it also 
at all times received the hearty codperation 
not only of all public spirited citizens but also 
of all city and county officials. The nonpar- 


tisanship of the Merchants’ club was never 
questioned py any one. 

It secured the passage of a law which has 
resulted in the organization of the First State 
Pawners’ society, which is now a corporation 
of $250,000 capital, and which has revolution- 
ized the business of lending to poor people. 

In 1902 the legislature passed the Mer- 
chants’ club act, by which the shallows of 
Lake Michigan from Jackson park to Lin- 
coln park were dedicated forever to park 
purposes.

A new record for a “ big" case was es- 
tablished yesterday when the second Shea 
conspiracy jury wae completed only eight 
and a half days after the examination of the 
first venireman, and at an expense less than 
one-fifteenth the cost of securing the first 
jury. 

It is the opinion of lawyers that Judge 
Marcus Kavanagh, who introduced a num- 
ber of practical jury reforms into the case, 
has thus set a precedent which will have an 
important effect on al? future trials of thie 
nature. 

Sharp Contrast Shown. 

In comparison with the, bong and extrava- 
gant search for twelve jurors in the first 
Shea trial under Judge Farlin Q. Ball and 
the costly hunt for the Gilhooley jury, the 
present accomplishment stands out promi- 
nently. Ninety days were required to get the 


| first Shea trial, 9,425 veniremen were called, 


and 4,821 talegmen were examined at a total 
expense for jurors’ fees alone of $18,596. In the 
Gilhooley slugging case 4,175 venirémen were 
required and over two months were spent in 
the task of collecting a jury. 

The cost of securing the second Shea jury 
under Judge Kavanagh's reform methods 
was exactly $846, and the difference repre- 
sents a saving of $12,750 to the county. 

James McLaughlin, 366 Ohio street, em- 
ployed in the contracting department of 
Marshall Field & Co., was the last man to 
be chosen.

Judge Kavanagh Makes Statement. 

Judge Kavanagh declared as soon as the 
jury had been sworn in that he did not in- 
tend to “let down’’ in his policy of hasten- 
ing the progress of the trial. He intimated 
to the attorneys that he will use his super- 
vision as judge to regulate the taking of 
evidence in a manner similar to the course 
he. pursued in the examination of the jury- 
men. 

The effect of the announcement was no- 
ticeable on the lawyers. Assistant State's 
Attorney Miller said he would be ready to 
begin his opening statement to the jury to- 
morrow morning. He said he would require 
only an hour and a half to outline what 
the state expects to prove. 


Court’s Action Is Approved. 

Considerable comment on Judge Kava- 
nagh's methods was heard in the courts 
and about lawyers’ offices when it became 
known that all speed records had been broken 
in the Shea case. Approval generally was 
expressed by the atterneys. 

It was thought that the effect will have an 
important bearing on the agitation for jury 
reform legislation, which is being urged by a 
number of organizations in the city. 

Judge Kavanagh spent some time in Eng- 
land last summer as the commissioner of 
the Industrial club of Chicago studying the 
jury service and the details connected with 
its use in Great Britain. Me had the entrée 
of all the offices and sat with the tria! 
judges and presiding justices during the 
progress of trials. 

On his return from England he declared, in 
several lectures and interviews, to have 
been greatly impressed with the various 
phases of the jury system as established in 
that country. He made a report tothe In- 
dustrial club in which he outlined a number 
of methods of reform essentjal in our system 
for a better jury service. 

The Shea case, however, gave Judge Kav- 
anagh the first opportunity of putting into 
force some of the practical reforms which he 
believed would tend to improve the system 
even under the existing laws. 

Applies “Humane” Treatment. 

Aside from applying speed regulations to 
the trial, the judge also established severa] 
precedents in his treatment of the men drawn 
and accepted on the jury. His theory was 
that the jurymen should be treated “ hy- 
manely,”’ especially when required to serve 
in a long and wearisome case 

He made it possible, for example, for the 
jurors to attend to the more pressing details 
of their business, gave them an opportunity 
to visit their residences, obtained for them 
the advantages of the Y. MC. A swimming 
tank, and arranged for them walks in the 
parks and visits to the theaters

DIVORCE IN WIDOWS CLUB 


DANCE IN ASSOCIATIONS NAME 
CAUSES DISSENSION. 


Women Who Gave Entertainment Fri- 
day Night in Wicker Park Hall Al- 
leged to Have Ignored Vote of So- 
clety — President-Organizser Says 
Revolt and Pending Separation 
Will Only Delay Establishment of 
Home Planned Over a Year Ago. 


The two factions In the Widowe’ Associa- 
tion of Illinois are about to be divorced. 

The dissension arising from the dance given 
on Friday night under the name of the asso- 
clation in Wicker Park hall is, to a great ex- 
tent, responsible for the trouble. Officers of 
the association met yesterday at the home 
of the president, Mrs. Emelia Tenney, 365 
La Salle avenue. and decided to call a meet- 
ing for next Thursday night, at which the 
trouble will be thrashed out. 

“ I don’t see how those who gave the dance 
dared to do so in the name of the organiza- 
tion,”’ said the president yesterday, appar- 
ently much worried over the ineurrection in 
the order. ‘It was explicitly voted by the 
aesociation that the dance would not be given 
by the association. The members who gave 
the dance have threatened to withdraw from 
the association and organize one of their own.

Woman Sent to Prison for 
Perjury in Traction Dam- 
age Suit Is Released. 


BROUGHT HOME ON A COT. 


Attorney Says Client Is Helpless; 
Review of Case Which Cost 
More than $200,000. 


Inga Hanson, convicted almost two years 
ago of perjury in connection with her suit 


for personal injury against the Chicago City 


railway company and who was sent to Joliet 
Aug. 7, 1905, under a sentence of from one to 
fourteen years, was paroled and returned to 
Chicago last night. William C. Parker, the 
attorney who defended her in the trial, ob- 
tained her parole and brought her back to the 
city. 

She was first taken to a downtown hotel, 
but later removed to the residence of her 
brother, Peter Soneson, 42 Chestnut street, 
to whom she was paroled. 


“This woman, sent to Joliet as a sham, a 


fraud, and*a cheat,”’ said her attorney on 
their arrival last night, ‘‘ was taken to prison 
on a cot, never left her cot there, and was 
brought back on a hospital cot. She is abso- 
lutely helpless.”’ 


, uit Cost Over $200,000. 

The suk brought egainet the traction com- 
pany by the young woman was one of the 
hardest fought legal battles in Cook county. 
She demanded $50,000 damages, alleging that 
ehe had become paralyzed following a fall 
from one of the company’s care on March lI, 
1898, at State and Randolph streets. Two 
trials of her suit ended in the company’s 
favor. Then, following her indictment by 
the grend jury, she was found guilty of 
perjury. 

The three trials, it was estimated, cost the 
street railway company $158,000for witnesses, 
expert testimony, and attorneys, and the 
county $50,000, thé three trials covering 
altogether 195 daya. In the trials testimony 
covering 22,000 pages was submitted by the 
railway company. 

Taken to Prison on Cot. 

She was carried to court on a cot when she 
received her sentence, remained in the county 
jail hospital untid she was ordered to Joliet. 
and was taken on a cot in an ambulance toa 
train and on a cot from the train to the 
prison. She never left her cell but once, in 
October, 1905, when she was brought to Chi- 
cago to testify in a case growing out of her 
trial. 

Ten days ago her attorney, who had long 
sought her parole, went before the state par- 
don board at Springfield and pleaded for her 
release. Yesterday he was notified the parole 
had been granted and that she was to be 
given to the care of her brother. He went 
at once to Joliet for her. 


Review of the Oase. 

Miss Hanson began suit against the com- 
pany in January, 1899. It was tried before 
Judge Patten and lasted eleven weeks. Parly 
in 1901 the jury was discharged after failing. 
to reach a verdict. It was learned later that 
the jury had stood 11 to 1 in favor of giving 
her the $50,000 asked. 

Before Judge Chetlain in December, 1902, 
began the second tmal. This lasted nine 
weeks, the jury finding in favor of the 
company. 

In July, 1904, the company, which has as- 
serted from the beginning that Mises Han- 
son's injuries, allew~ed by her to have made 
her for a time deaf, dumb, blind, and 
paralyzed, were not genuine, after placing 
detectives to follow her, went before the 
grand jury and sought an indictment. None 
was returned by this jury, but the rlext one 
indicted her. She was tried before Judge 
Kersten in the Criminal court Dec. 26, 1904.

Tommy Ryan’s victory over Dave Barry at

PROVISIONS MADE BY THE NA- 
TIONAL BASEBALL COMMISSION. 


Chairman Hermann Announces Four 
Important Alterations in Regula- 
tions, by One of Which Practice of 
Drafting Players from One Minor 
League and Turning Them Over to 
Another Is Aimed At—New Time 
Set for Securing Men. 


_ 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 9.—Four important 
changes in the drafting rules were announced 
by Chairman Hermann of the national base- 
ball commission todey. By one of them the 
practice of drafting players from.one minor 
league into the majors, then turning them 
over to another minor league is aimed at. 
Since the commission started to break up the 
system of ‘covering up’’ ball players to 
favor certain clubs in the minor circuits this 
practice of helping some cbubs at the ex- 
pense of others in a different circuit has be- 
come prevalent. 

At the request of the Pacific Coast league 
the national agreement is changed so that 
hereafter the drafting period in that league 
shall commence and end at the same time 
as in all other minor leagues—on Sept. lt 
and Oct. 15 of each year. Only a season 
or so ago the Pacific Coast league asked to 
have the agreement changed go that the 
drafting period for its clubs should be later 
than for the other leagues. 


Prevents Certain Drafts. 

The rule which is designed to prevent 
drafting players contrary to the spirit of the 
national agreement was adopted as follows: 

Rule 4&— Whenever a major league olub has se- 
cured a minor league player by draft it shell not 
be permissible for such major league club within 
one year after having secured such player by draft 
to release the player to any other club In the same 
class out of which the player was drafted until 
it shall have first given the club from which the 
player was drafted an opportunity to repurchase 
the player at the drafting price paid by the major 
league club. This rule, however, shall not be 
retroactive; that ie to say, it shall only apply to 
Grafts to be made in the future. 

In submitting lists of purchased players as re- 
quired at present all major league clubs must 
hereafter file with the commission copies of the 
agreements entered into relating to such pur- 
chases: it being the intent and desire of the com- 
mission to make close inquiry into all agreements 
providing for purchaee, in order that all the trans- 
actions may be bona fide and not made with ihe 
view of protecting clubs retaining players, there- 
by preveating the players developiag in their 
profession and enabling them to secure adequate 
compensation for their expertness, as is provided 
by the national agreement. Copies of agreements 
referred to in this rule may be filled with the com- 
mission by any interested minor league club. 


Must Furnish Information. 


It is required, in another new rule, that the 
secretary of the National association furnish 
the national commission the full name and 
addrees of drafted players and his salary 
when drafted so that prompt information can 
be given the club drafting such player.

This probably 
means there will be early closing affairs for 
2 and 3 year old trotters, which would be a 
natural feature of a two weeks’ program, 
as there always are colt stakes decided at the 
Cincinnati meeting, which follows Cblumbus, 
and after that comes Lexington, with plenty 
of colt races. 

The waydown truth about the new move, 
as I am told by a man on the ground, is that 
Columbus is gcing to try and build up an an- 
nual fall trotting meeting of two weeks’ du- 
ration that will at once become @ contender 
with Lexington for the public patronage, 
and eventually put the Kentucky meeting in 
the shade. New stabling is being built at 
Columbus, the old barns are being modern- 
ized, and when the stake program is out and 
it is found that the colts as well as the aged 
horses: are liberally locked after the eastern 
horsemen who now come west only for the 
Lexington meeting can hardly afford to give 


Columbus the go-by. 
. Camp Out at Lexington. 


It is beyond question that the great success 

of the Lexington meeting is due, so far as the 
géneral receipts are Concerned, to that por- 
tion of the horse loving public residing north 
of the Ohio river, and.it has long been argued 
that a similar meeting, held in a city where 
there were decent hotel accommodations, 
could not fail of suecess. In spite of the hos- 
pitality of: the townspeople the two weeks 
spent by norihern people at Lexington in the 
fall are a case of campirg out. 
- Columbus will double discount all the other 
tracks in the value of its class stakes, giving 
a total of $29,000 for six events, as follows: 
$10,000 for 2:16 trotters, $3,000 for 2:09 trot- 
ters, $5,000 fom 2:14 pacers, $8,000 for 2:07 
pacers, $5,000 for 2:12 trotters, $3,000 for 2:06 
pacers. When the ‘colt stakes are added to 
these amounts and the late closing purses for 
all classes of trotters and pacers are known 
to horsemen it will be found that no horse 
worth going to the big meets with can affor® 
to stay.away from Columbus. 

The chances are against any meeting being 
held at Cincinnati this year, but the great 
western and other important circuits will 
give good horses all the racing they want, and 
for liberal purses. It looks now as if few 
western horses would go further east than 
Cleveland or Buffalo i@ the grand circuit. 
The Readville meeting, probably minus bet- 
ting, is a joke anyhow, all the races being on 
the stop at the end of three heats plan, and 
the experience of western horsemen who 
went further east than Buffalo last year was 
not such as to lead to a repetition of the ex- 
periment unless betting is to be allowed. 


- Trouble at Boston. 


And while on the subject of Boston liberali- 
ty in sporting miatters, it has finally come to 
pass that even the “* home folks ” are kicking. 
It is about a speedway cup offered by a New 
York auction firm, which in the first place 
should have been accepted by the Metro- 
politan Driving club. The conditions are that 
the owner of any horse fs obliged to win five 
races, regularly scheduled, in one winter in 
order to get credit for having won a “ leg ”’ 
of the cup. Then he must win a “leg "two 
years in succession in order to own the cup. 
It has been proposed to change the name of 
the trophy to the Eternity cup, and add to the 
present conditions one that in case any man 
ever does win a *‘ leg "’ his name and the date 
of the performance shall be inscribed on the 
cup in small script. This would give the em- 
blem historic value a few centuries from now, 
when it is still being contended for.

POR PLAYERS OF WHIST. 


OUTLOOK FOR CHICAGO CARNIVAL 
DECLARED MOST PROMISING. 


Affair at Auditorium Feb. 21 Will At- 
tract Many Out ef Town Experts 
and Will Be Largest Meeting Ever 
Held Under Auspices of a Local As- 
sociation—Scott A. Miller Discusses 
the Ten Lead from Suits Headed by 
King, Jack, and Ten. 


Preparations for the big whist carnivad 
which opens at the Auditorium hotel Feb. 2L 
have practically been completed, and indica- 
tions point to the largest meeting ever held 
under the auspices of a local association. 
The number of out of town players in at- 
tendance will be unusually large, and the 
arrangements for the gimes wul be found 
most satisfactory. 

Scott A. Miller, in Whist, has an interest- 
ing article on the ten lead from suits headed 
by king, jack, ten, of which the following 
is a/part: ‘ 

‘* The lead of the ten gains nothing over the 
fourth best if partner holds any one of three 
cards—namely: ace, queen, or nine. 


Ten Leads One Argument. 


“The only argument left for the ten is 
that when fourth best loses it will lose 
more tricks or loge one trick more often 
than the ten will lose when it loses. Is this 
true? .I think not. Even if ace, queen, and 
nine are all against the leader and are so dis- 
tributed that the nine wins the first trick 
over fourth best the ten will win only one 
more trick if it is led. In the above case 
there is practically no chance for leader to 
establish the suit unless he held originally 
five or more and then some one will be out 
of the suit on the third round. 

** The danger that an ordinary partner will 
take the ten lead as a short lead must be 
considered. Partner may do this and block 
the suit where the lead is ambiguous. Part- 
ner will frequently hold the ace and queen 
where the ten is actually a short lead, and 
may either lose a trick by trying to un- 
block or make a misplay later from uncer- 
tainty about the lead.’ 


Scott Ignores Vital - Point. 


Mr. Scott is correct in his. objections, but 
he ignores a vital point. In his article he 
deals with plain suits only, and most good 
players are agreed that the advantages of 
the ten lead are more than offset by the 
losses resulting from it. It is by no means 
certain that a trick has been lost when a 
plain suit is underled and the first trick is 
won by the nine, as the third round of the 
suit will be ruffed in any event. 

If the trump suit it Is different. Whena 
trump is promoted to the highest rank it ts 
certain to win a trick and an unnecessary 
risk is taken in underleading a long trump 
suit having king, jack, ten at.the top.. I be- 
lieve the jack a better card to lead than the 
ten, however, as it frequently traps the 
queen.

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EARLIER SHOW THE TALK 
AMONG THE AUTOMOBILISTS. 


“Independent” Makers Demand Tha* 
Local Exhibition Be Held in Decem- 
ber or They’ll Run One of Their Own. 


Chicago’s seventh annual automobile show, 
which came to an end last night, caused a 
great stir in the motoring world because of 
the news it produced as well as the big busi- 
ness done by the éxhibiters, who declare that 
if prospects amount to anything the number 
of motor cars in Chicago will be doubled 
before fall. 

Probably the biggest happening of the week 
was the annual meeting ef the American Mo- 
tor Car Manufacturers’ association, made up 
of “ independent " makers, who do not build 
unde, the Selden patent. While the reported 
action of the meeting does not signify it, 
those who can read between the lines say 
there will be ** something doing "’ in the show 
line before long. It may develop in two 
shows for Chicago, just as there are in New 
York each year. The “independents” are 
pioneers in the early show game and they 
are thoroughly convinced February is too 
late to do the makers much good, for the rea- 
son that by that time nearly all the agents 
have placed their orders, while the retail 
trade is not ripe. 


Early Show Discussed. 


Unofficial utterances before, during, and 
after the meeting all go to show the “ Inde- 
pendents "’ have the matter up for considera- 
tion. It is whispered around that a demand 
will be made on the National Association of 
Automobile Manufacturers to change the 
time of the next show from February to De- 
cember, the same time as the Grand Central 
palace show in New York, and that upon that 
organization refusing to do so, which is be- 
lieved more than probable, the “ independ- 
ents'’ will proceed to promote an early 
show and leave the N. A. A. M. affair for 
the Seldenites. 

“We are not worrying much about it,”’ de- 
clares M. J. Budiong, a director of the N. A. 
A. M. -“ If the American Motor Car Manu- 
facturers’, association does not show with 
us next year it will leave more room for th 
who stick, and it is clearly apparent all of 
us could use more space. As for any oneelse 
holding an automobile show in the Coliseum 
that is out of the question, for our lease looks 
after that detail.” 

This statement has caused many to wonder 
where a rival show could be held. The live 
stock building at the stockyards is a possi- 
bility; but that is believed to be too far from 
the center of the city. Therefore, itis thought

Challenges for Economy Test. 

The Chicago Motor club has been called 
upon to take. charge of a proposed economy 
test if the challenge issued by Charles Y. 
Knight of Chicago is accepted. Mr. Knight 
has posted $500 with David Beecroft, chair- 
man of the technical committee of the Chi- 
cago Motor citib, to back up a challenge to pit 
the Silent Knight against any other car with 
a motor of the same cylinder volume—4%x5\% 
inches—over a course and at a time to be 
selected by the Beecroft committee. It is 
suggested that the Chicago-Cedar Lake 
route, over which the local people held an 
economy test last October and in which Mr. 
Knight's car was the second water-cooler in 
the final rating, be used. The technica! com- 
mittee is empowered to draft the rules and 
run the contest. So far, however, no one has 
taken up the defi. 

One of the demonstrators at the show was 
Arthur Kumpt, a Buffalo lad, who acted as 
mechanic for Percy Pierce in the Herkomer 
tour in Germany last summer, in which the 
American went through without a penalty 
or a mishap, and yet did not figure in the first 
ten who received prizes..

LAVIP F.GEER 


David Smith Geer, 3918 Prairie avenue, 
prominent in Chicago law circles, and attor- 
ney for the Chicago Railway Equipment com- 
pany, died in a hespital in Kalamazoo, Mich., 
at 9 o'clock last night. He was taken illona 
Michigan Central train while on his way to 
Chicago on Jan. 25, and was conveyed toa 
Kalamazoo hospital in an unconscious con- 
dition. His case was diagnosed as urzemic 
poisoning. He rallied for a day or two, but 
had been only semi-conscious much of the 
time and yesterday morning it was seen there 
was mo hope for his recovery. Mrs. Geer and 
Mr. Geer’s brother, Mayor William Geer of 
Galien, O., were at his bedside. 

‘Mr. Geer was born in August, 1856, in Ham- 

ilton county, O. His father served as chap- 
lain in the civil war. The son was educated 
in the public schools and in the University of 
the City of New York, where he studied law 
and was graduated. After his admission to 
the bar he practiced law for one year in New 
York, coming to Chicago in 1887. He was 
married twice. Miss Augusta Brown was 
his firstewife. Their only son is Le Clair 
Geer. Mrs. Geer afterward died and Mr. 
Geer in 1900 married Miss Lillys Ringland 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Geer was a member of the Plymouth 
Congregational church, a director of the Chi- 
cago Missionary society, a member of the 
Hamilton ciub, and belonged to several legal 
societies. He was interested in reform and 
anti-saloon organizations.

Relative of 
President Is 
Given Divorce. 
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CLERKS IN POSTOFFICE IN RANKS 
OF ORGANIZED LABOR. 


To Be Admitted Formally This After- 
moon to Hegular Organization, 
Hitherto Composed Only of Men— 
Massemeeting of Operators in Em- 
ploy of Western Union Company 
Called for This Afternoon at 134 
Van Buren Street. 


There is trouble in store at the postoffice 
‘unless the officials there prove equal to the 
occasion of treating with a union of women 
clerks organized in the postoffice during the 
postmaster’s absence in Washington. 

Despite the commonly accepted opinion 
that a woman cannot keep a secret, the 100 
girl employés in the postoffice successfully 
kept dark the fact that they had joined the 
ranks of organized labor until yesterday. 
Then the news leaked out—nobody knows 
just how—and the postmaster was apprised 
of the fact that he might expect a visit soon 
from a lady walking delegate. 

The women's union, which is the firet of its 
kind among the public service employés in 
the country, will become a full fledged labor 
organization this afternoon. At a meeting 
of the regular postoffice clerks’ union—com- 
posed heretofore exclusively of men—the 
girls will be taken into membership. The 
meeting will be held in the Masonic temple. 


President Goltra Objects at First. 

For a time it was doubtful whether the 
new union would receive recognition. Presi- 
dent E. W. Goltra of the national. clerks’ 
organization at first was disposed to dis- 
parage the idea of the women banding to- 
gether to get their salaries raised and their 
lunch hours lengthened. After a committee 
of girls had visited him, however, he changed 
his mind. 

* Of course, we have never cared much for 
women members,”’ said he, speaking for the 
men’s union, “ but inasmuch as you say you 
are willing to pay dues and obey the rules 
of the union I see no objection to your joén- 
ing."’ 

The girls’ committee then showed Mr. 
Goltra a list of names, which they said in- 
cluded practically every woman employed 
in the postoffice. They said all had taken an 
oath to stand by the union even if it came 
to a strike. 

President Goltra said he was not at Mberty 
to announce the names of the promoters of 
the women’s union. He said he had been 
requested by the girls to keep that a “ se- 
cret.’’ 

The young members are employed tn nearly 
every department of the posrtoffice, in dis- 
tributing mail, writing money orders, selling 
stamps, etc. 


Telegraphers Meet Today. 

A massmeeting of telegraph operators em- 
ployed by the Western Union Telegraph 
company has been called for this afternoon 
at 184 Van Buren street. It is asserted by 
officials of the Commercial Telegraphers’ 
union that nearly all the operators in the 
Chicago offices have pledged fealty to the 
organization and that demands upon the 
company for the reinstatement of three 
employés discharged some time ago will be 
framed at the meeting. 


GIRL KILLS A PHYSICIAN 
AND HERSELF; WAS JEALOUS. 


Maud Slater of Kansas City, Infatu- 
ated with Dr. E. H. Merwin, Com- 
mits Double Crime. 


Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Everett H. Merwin, a prominent physician 
of this city, and Miss Maud Slater, 26 years 
old, were found dead in his office this after- 
noon. 

All available evidence points to the theory 
that the. girl shot and-killed the physician 
and then committed suicide as the result 
of an insane jealousy. Each had been shot 
through the head, and a pistol was found 
near the extended right hand of the girl. 

It developed tonight that Miss Slater met 
Dr. Merwin some four years ago while 
the doctor was attending a patient who was 
a friend of the young woman. It is asserted 
that the doctor and she became warm friends 
and that he became much in love with her. 
They made many trips to a farm the doctor 
owned in Platt county, Mo« where their week 
ends were spent. At this time there was no 
information among the friends of either that 
the doctor and the young woman were en- 
gaged. 

Recently one of the Kansas City papers 
printed the announcement of the engage- 
ment of a Kansas City young woman of excel- 
lent family to Dr. Merwin. ‘The following 
day the father of-the young woman denied 
that an engagement existcd and a retraction 
followed. 

According to a story Miss Slater told Miss 
Leah Thomas, a milliner at 1030 Summit 
street. for whom she worked, Miss Slater had 
frequently threatened to kill Dr. Merwin. 
Miss Thomas said tonight: 

‘*‘Maud was excitable and earnest. She 
nf the high temper that is usually found in 
women madly infatuated with a man. She 
often threatened to kill Dr. Merwin. She 
would go to his office and return crying and 
lamenting. Then she would fly into a tem- 
per and say she would shoot him. She 
never spoke of killing herself. She did this 
often. 

‘‘ When Dr. Merwin’s engagement was an- 
nounced in the Star in November she was 
despondent. She came to me and said: 
‘ Now he is going to be married and he will 
be married and will be lost to me forever. 
I think the girl he’s going to marry ought 
to know what he has made my life and how 
he has treated me.’ ”

AUTO SHOW ENDS: 
BREAKS RECORDS, 
Exhibition Has Noisy Finish 


at the Coliseum Late in 
the Evening. 


SEEN BY 135,000 PEOPLE. 


Declared to Be Greatest Trade 
Exposition Ever Held in 
Chicago. 


With tooting of automobtie horns, ringing 
of bells, the playing of “ America” by the

Cannon’s 222 Supporters. 


It does not require a man with a refracting 
telescope to see the thoroughnesa, compact- 
ness, and personel loyalty of the machine 
representing 222 republican districts. It isto 
be taken for granted that the member of the 
house from each district is in some reepects 
the most important man politically in his dis- 
trict. He must et least have behind him a 
large political following. It hes elways been 
true that a congressman wields a vast 
amount of influence in directing publile 
opinion in hts district for or against any in- 
dividual in his own party. 

Now and then a great popular waive comes 
along, like that which swept McKinley into 
the presidency. He was the candidate of the 
people, and they put him on the ticket in spite 
of the members of congress and senators and 
political leaders generally. 

But this time there is no political wave 
which is likely to sweep any man into the 
presidency, so far as. present indications 
point the way. On the contrary, it is likely 
to be a herd fight from the start,.and the man 
who gets the most delegates l have the 
nomination. Under such circumstances the 
active codperation of the member of congress 
from any district is something not to be dis- 
regarded. 

Sticks Close to Duty. 


No one believes that Speaker Cannon would 
permit himself to treat the members of the 
house in any unusual way because of his be- 
lief that they might gr might not have an 
influence on his tial aspirations. He 
ig too fair a for that, and even a presi- 
dential bee ng,.ae it may well buzz, in 
his‘ bonnet would.not render him deaf to the 
demand of ordinary political intercourse with 
his fellow man. Nevertheless and notwith- 
standing, members of the house are fully 
alive to the advantage which would accrue 
‘to them if Uncle Joe should be elevated tothe 
White house. Some of their number inevi- 
tably would be chosen for the cabinet. A con- 
gressional lame duck here and there surely 
would be sent abroad, and the rank and file of 
the house- would know that the president 
would consult with them rather than with 
the senate in most matters of grave public 
policy. 

At the same time, would be natural for 
him to defer to his old colleagues in the mat- 
ter of appointments, and thie is a matter 
dear to the heart of every politician, a presi- 
dential candidate chosen from the house 
naturally would be preferred by members of 
the lower branch of congress to almost gny 
other man. 


Age Handicap Discounted. 


Slowly but surely the political prophete 
are beginning to realize that Uncie Joe's 
handicap of age, which under ordinary cir- 
cumstances might be almost fatal to his as- 
pirations, is more than discounted by the fact 
that in every republican district of the north 
he has a friend at court, an admitted head of 
the local political machine, a molder of pub- 
lic opinion, and in/nine cases out of ten a 
warm personal nd, because Uncle Joe 
certainly is popular in the house. 

Somewhat the same conditions are likely to 
be true in the senate with regard to Vice 
President Fairbanks, who was elevated to 
the vice presidency after having been a sena- 
tor, and who is completely in touch with all 
of the traditions of that body. Yet there are 
only ninety senators as compared with 222 
republican representatives, and while Mr. 
Fairbanks is extremely popular with his col- 
leagues they are generally too far away from 
the people to constitute a personal political 
machine. 


TENNESSEE CLAFLIN COOK 
CALLER AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Noted Woman Suffrage Leader Urges 
President Roosevelt to Favor Ballot 
for Her Sex. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.]— 
Lady Tennessee Claflin Cook and Olive 
Logan, the authoress, were received at the 
White house today and had a conversation 
with President Roosevelt, during which they 
pleaded the cause of woman suffrage. 

The interview between the president and 
Lady Cook was not confined, however, to 
the question of suffrage. It covered a broad 
range of subjects, in which the president is 
interested, such as marriage and divorce, the 
perpetuation of the race, and kindred ques- 
tions. Incidentally the president took occa- 
sion to speak in the highest terme of women. 

‘\The president told me he had the greatest 
admiration for women,’ said Lady Cook, 
“‘ and declared they are the power behind the 
throne.”’ 

Lady Cook stated that she pointed out to 
the president that inasmuch as aliens and the 
negro race have been given the right of fran- 
chise she could not see why women should 
not be accorded the same privilege. She 
declared that it was a *‘ stigma” for women 
not to have this right. 

“* President Roosevelt led me to believe that 
if, after a careful study of the bill and the 
question of suffrage for women, he thought 
it would advance them he would lend his in- 
fluence in behalf of the measure,” she said. 

** The president told me he did not see that 
much good had come as a result of oe 
women the voting privilege where it ha 
been extended to them, notably in Colorado 
and other states. He could not see that the 
mere fact that they have this right is going 
to be their redemption.” 

Olive Logan's special mission was to thank 
the president for his efforts to secure for her 
a position in the congressional library at a 
time when she was destitute. Lady Cook, 
however, came to the relief of her friend by 
providing her with a home in England, so 
that her declining years may be made more 
comfortable.

Francis assumed all respon- 
sibility for Senator Balley becoming attor 
ney for the Waters-Pierce concern. He said 
he recommended the senator to H. Clay 
Pierce, who wae president of the St. Louls 
club when Francia was vice president. — 


‘What! That Politician?” Cries Pierce 

“ Some time in 1900 Pierce told me that the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company was having 
trouble In Texas,”’ testified Francis. “ He 
said New York and Texas lawyers had not 
been able to cope with the situation. I said 
te him) 

“*If I wanted to get a good lawyer, I 
would get Joe Bailey of Texas.’ He said: 

“* What! That politician?’ 

“TI told him it might be Bailey was a 
politician, but he was a mightly good lawyer. 
Pierce wanted to know if I could bring Bailey 
to St. Louis. I told him I thought so. 

“ Bailey came to St. Louis just as I was 
about to leave the city. I got a chance to 
see him for only a few minutes. 

“I don’t recall whether I went with him 
to Pierce’s office, whether I gave him a 
letter to Pierce, or gave some one else a let- 
ter to give Bailey to introduce him to Pierce. 

“I can only say I am responsible for get- 
ting Pierce and Bailey together. That jis all 
I know about it. 

“I want to say now that I am not in the 
business of getting influence for the Waters- 
Pierce Oil company.”’ 


Bailey’s Ranch Purchase Bared. 


Former Gov. Francis was examined as to 
how Senator Bailey acquired the Gibbs place, 
@ large ranch near Dallas, which, it was 
charged, Bailey was “‘ assisted ”’ in purchas- 
ing by an agreement in 1900 with the former 
governor and his brother Tom, Joseph Sib- 
ley of Pennsylvania, and H. C. Pierce, where- 
by Balley undertook to use his personal, of- 
ficial, and political influence with T. 8. Smith, 
attorney general, and other state officials to 
secure the readmission of the Waters-Pierce 
company to Texas. ; 

Francis explained that in 1900 he met 
Bailey in Washington, and the latter told the 
witness he had a land deal on in Texas. It 
was arranged that Bailey should use in the 
purchase of the Gibbs ranch 21,000 acres of 
land? which Francis owned in Peoos county, 
Tex. Accordingly, Francis deeded the land 
to Burnet Gibbs. 

Francis said that after the deed to the Gibbs 
place passed to Senator Bailey the latter 
deeded part of it to him to secure him. 

During the proceedings Representative W. 
A, Cocke, who filed the charges against 
Bailey and is conducting the prosecution, in- 
terrupted Francis, who was making a state- 

ent of his losses through the St. Louis

CALLS PURE MILK SUPPLY 


GRAVEST PUBLIC PROBLEM. 


Dr. I. A. Abt, in Lecture, Says Epi- 
demics Can Be Prevented if Prop- 
erly Attacked. 


“No more important modern problem ex- 
ists for our municipalities, health, and san- 


itary boards, and humanitarians to solve than 


that of providing pure, clean milk for the 
consumer,” said Dr. I. A. Abt in a lecture on 
‘“ The Prevention and Treatment of the Dis- 
eases of Childhood,’’ delivered last night In 
the public library building under the aus- 
pices of the Chicago Medical society. 

“Just at this time in Chicago there seems 
to be positive proof that infected milk has 
caused the present epidemic of children’s 
diseases. In Evanston when the people sus- 
pected the milk supply and stopped using It, 
the epidemic was immediately checked and 
there has not been a new case of scarlet 
fever within the last two weeks. I have 
known of several scarlet fever epidemics 
which were directly traceable to the milk 
supply. My carriage has followed the milk 
wagon and in many cases the hearse has fol- 
lowed me. Typhoid and scariet fever, diph- 
theria, and infant diseases are easily trans- 
ferred through milk. and where poor milk 
is used these diseases almost inevitably fol- 
low. It is a wonder that infant mortality 
is not even higher. 

“But. the fault is not wholly with the 
producér, and the dairy man. It costs more 
to produce a high grade milk under sanitary 
conditions and to operate a scientific dairy 
and bottling plant. Why not demand high 
grade milk, certified as to cleanliness and 
purity, and pay a little more for it? Ifthe 
public would demand a better grade of miik, 
even though a slightly higher price had to be 
paid, it would get what it demanded and 
the extra price would be saved many times 
on the health and lives of the children.’’ 

The city health department announced that 
the epidemic of contagious diseases is de- 
creasing, although 126 cases were reported 
yesterday morning in comparison with 122 on 
Friday. 

There were seventy-one cases of scarlet 
fever, thirty-two of. diphtheria, eighteen of 
measles, and five of miscellaneous contagious 
diseases reported. The epidemic is still con- 
fined to districts about Humboldt park, Lo- 
gan square, and the southwest side. 

A number of additional medical inspectors 
were assigned to the northwest and south- 


west sides.

SDH AN INSURANCE MAN 


BROKER ARRESTED ON CHARGE 
OF RAISING POLICIES. 


Allegea Systematic Robbery of Un- 
derwriters by Theodore Stupe, Cov- 
ering Period of Two Years, Said to 
Have Been Discovered While He 
Was Spending Honeymoon in the 
South—Companies Fear Heavy Lia- 
bility Has Been Imposed on Them. 


Systematic robbery of insurance companies 
of thousands of dollars in cash, in addition to 
increasing their HNability under fire insurance 
policies without report to the companies, is 
charged against Theodore Btupe, 23 years old, 
2041 North Robey street, an insurance broker, 
whose alleged dishonest practices are said to 
have been discovered while he was spending 
his honeymoon in New Orleans. 

It is charged by Edward Herda, represent- 
ing Brummel Bros., fire underwriters at 
158 La Salle street. that Stupe raised the 
amounts of hundreds of policies and. collected 
the extra premiums from the policy holMera 
It is claimed he carried on this practice for 
more than two yeara selling insurance to 
many merchants in ané near Chicago, who 
are believed to hold policies of which the 
companies are in ignorance, but which would 
have to be paid in event of lose under them. 

Honeymoon Leads to Discovery. 

According to the police Stupe was mar- 
rie@ a short time ago to an actress who had 
played In Chicago in German companies, and 
went south ona brida] tour During his ab- 
gence several policy holders called at the 
ofice of Brumme Broa to have their tn- 
surance renewed. In every cage, it is al- 
leged, the policies held ‘by them were for 
sums of $1,000 or $2,000 greater than that 
shewn by the records of the underwriters, An 
investigation. revealed, it le said, that Stupe 
had been delivering to merchants policies 
for double the amount he reported to the 
companies. In this way he collected double 
premiums, one-nalf of which was “ clear 
profit’ to him—the other half being turned 
over to the underwriters, less his commission. 

When the time came to renew the policies, 
it ie alleged, Stupe was careful to visit the 
merchants tn person, and, in this way, pre- 
vent his principale learning of his methods. 

In some cases, according to members of 
the firm of Brummel Bros., Stupe issued 
policies without reporting them at all. In 
this way the companies have been burdened 
with Hability of which they have no knowl 
edge,

tims of fire. 


Police Say He Confessed. 

With the result of the investigation the 
insurance firm asked for Stupe’s arrest. De- 
tective Sergeant Blaul, who lives near the 
young man, learned of his return from the 
south, and kept watch over his movements. 
Yesterday afternoon as he stepped into the 
office of the Brummel firm he wae arrested. 

According to the police St at first pro- 
tested innocence, but later broke down and 
confessed that he had been gulilty-of “ some 
irregularities.” 

The young man wae charged with forgery 
and taken to the Harrison street station, 
where he will be arraigned tomorrow before 
Municipal Judge Newcomer.

Writes Another Letter Urg- 
ing Dunne to Do Duty... ~ 


FOR CIVIL SERVICE LAW.

Wants to Know Why Bridgetend- 
ers Are Exempt from Rule 
of the Merit Board, 


The Citizens’ association has sharply re- 
minded Mayor Dunne thet it has not forgot- 
ten his dilatory tactics of a year ago, when 
in the face of caustic representations by the 
association, he failed to put the bridgeten- 
ders and their helpers under the civil service 
law. 

In a letter which became public yesterday, 
signed by President Bugene BE Pr ot 
the association. the mayor is given to r 
stand that playing. politics by permitting 
bridgetenders to Dagk in the sunehine of 
political favoritism oconstitutese “ standing 
scandal] well calculated to bring contempt 
upon the city government.” 

A communication asking the finance com 
mittee of the city council to repeat its reoom- 
mendation of last year that the bridgetenders 
be put under the civil] service law and that 
provisior be made ip the annual) appropria- 
tion ordinance for the carrying out of that 
recommendation has been addressed to 
Chairman Frank |. Bennett of the committee. 


Mayor Resents the Criticism. 


The previous letter on the subject was 
addressed to the mayor on March 10, 1906. 
At that time the miayor avoided giving any 
assurance that he favored placing the 
bridgetenders under the civi) service system, 
and, so far as the Citizens’ association has 
been able to discover, he has made no effort 
whatever toward that end or toward rem- 
edying the abuses pointed out. 

When he was asked what he expected to 
do a the matter yesterday, the mayor 
said: 

**I don’t propose to make answer to any 
letter in which my integrity is impugned.” 


Text of Prussin}’s Letter. 


The text of the latest letter which has ruf- 
fied the executive's official feathers follows: 

“The Hon. Edward F. Dunne, Mayor of 
Chicago—Dear Sir: Five years ago the Citi- 
zens’ association called the attention of the 
city authorities and of the public to the city 
bridgetenders’ pay rotl as a glaring example 
of municipal extravagance and bad manage- 
ment. One year ago, at the request of Mr. 
William Kent, chairman of the harbor com- 
mission of the city of Chicago, appointed by 
you ‘to investigate the conditions affecting 
the Chicago harbor,’ the Citizens’ association 
again investigated the situation as to city 
bridgetenders. 

“Our report, which is embodied in that of 
the harbor commission as ‘ exhibit G,’ speci- 
fled twelve bridgetenders who rendered no 
service in return for the salaries paid them 
by the city, and who appeared to hold their 
positions solely by virtue of political ‘ pull.’

“Tt also said: * In the consideration of the 
general problem of the Chicago harbor your 
commission has gone beyond the strict letter 
of your instructions and has secured the co- 
operation of the Citizens’ association tn in- 
vestigating the problem of bridgetenders, 
which branch of the public service, under @ 
coherent and enlightened administration of 
the harbor division, would be an esesntial fea- 
ture of the general scheme. Having entire 
confidence in those who made this investiga- 
tion, we, without hesitation, adopt their re- 
port and embody it in our own.’ 

“The Citizens’ association, in the report 
thue indorsed and adopted by your harbor 
commission, said: ‘ The cure lies .n placing 
the men on the bridges under civil service.’ 

“ As you also doubtiess know, an ordinance 
providing for placing the bridgetenders under 
civil service was submitted to Commissioner 
of Public Works Patterson a year ago, and 
was approved by him before it wae introduced 
in the council The ordinance was also in- 
dorsed by the finance committee of the city 
council | 

“ Believing that the conditions mentioned 
constitute a standing scandal, well caiculated 
to bring contempt upon the city government, 
the Citizens’ association agaiz respectfully 
brings this matter te your attention, as it did 
oné year ago Very truly yours,

Feb 2, 1907, and did not become public until 
yesterday it became evident that the mayor 
did not care to have the public know anything 
about it.

Alexandra Given Coat of Arms. 

King Edward recently has been paying 
much attention to heraldry. He is keeping 
the heralds’ college employed carrying out 
his commands with regard to new grants of 
arms. 

Two of the most interesting royal grants 
have been arms and a flag of Queen Alex- 
andra and one of the royal lions to Bir 
Frederick Trevez as an augmentation of his 
own coat of arms. 

A chat with an expert in heraldry elicited 
one or two interesting facts. The grant of 
arms to the queen was made because her 
majesty had no arms. Her own flag, of 
course, went with the arms, as everybody 
who has a coat of arms is at liberty to fly a 
flag bearing the device. 


King’s Insignia Doesn’t Descend. 

The rule regarding the arms of royalty is 
interesting, and not known by the general 
public. Arms of members of the royal fam- 
ily don’t descend as arms of subjects do. It 
requires a special grant to each member from 
the king himself. The grant in each case is 
of his majesty’s own arms with the proper 
marks of distinction. ‘ 

Though the king’s children do not inherit 
arms, the children of his subjects—that is, the 
male descendante—have a right to use the 
arms of their parents if the family has a 
right to afms at all. Royal children are 
granted.arme by the king as soon as they are 
old enough to need and use them. Prince 
Edward of Wales has no arnis yet, but there 
must be thousands of humbler children who 
have a right to coats of arms.

FRENCH EPICURES GET SCARE. 


Physician Traces Epidemic of Poisoning 
and Typhoid to Bivalves Made Fat 
by Sewage of Big Town on Coast.

PARIS, Feb. 9.—France wes awakened to 
the peril of the oyster by Dr. Netter in a 
paper’ read before the Academie de Medicine. 
Cases of poiaoning due to oysters have been 
so numerous, as have been.cases of typhoid, 
several ending fatally, that the public began 
to ask whether it was dangerous to eat 
oysters. To this question Dr. Netter replies 
no, .if the oysters are uncontaminated. He 
then proceeded to give the result of his inves- 
tigations in cases of iliness caused by cating 
oysters which came from the beds at Gette. 

He discovered that the oyster beds in ques- 
tien are situated near a place where the 
sewage of a town of 85,000 inhabitants 
empties itself. into the Mediterranean. Of 
120 cases of intestinal derangements, all ap- 
pear to have been provoked by oysters per- 
fectly fresh, but coming from Gette, he said. 
Since the month of September, when oysters 
i ye supposed to become edibie, there has been 

regular increase in the number of cases of 
gastro efteritis and dysentery, with symp- 
toms of giddiness andcramps. The typhoid 
cases are of exceptional gravity, seeing that 
the mortality exceeds 30 per cent. 

These facts, made public in Netter’s paper, 
heve created prejudice against the oyster, 
and G@ealers have grown elearmed. They 
~ claim thet the Gette oyeters are an exception 
and have demanded the formation of a service 
of supervision of oyster bedsin order to guar- 
antee against the sale of the contaminated 
article. This meagure will, it is hoped, reas- 
gure the public, which at present is decidedly 
shy in the presence of the oyster.

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hostilities until a month has been spent by 
friendly governments in mediation, is abso- 
lutely impracticable. In fact, no great power 
could dream of giving its adhesion to any such 
proposal. In the case of war there is always 
one power which is ready and one which is 
unprepared for the conflict. Mr, Stead’s pro- 
posal involves the sacrifice by the govern- 
ment prepared for the fray of all its ad- 
vantages. 


Stead Idea Applied to Past. 

The outcome of the war of 1866 between 
Austria and Prussia might have been differ- 
ent had the latter consented to wait a fort- 
night or three weeks, until the Austrian gen- 
eralissimo hadi completed the concentration 
of hig iroopa Agmin, on the outbreak of the 
war of 1870, Germany alone was ready and 
in a position to strike immediate and crush- 
ing blows, whereas the mobilization of the 
French army was not completed until several 
weeks after the inauguration of 
In Cuba, too, the American victory over the 
Spaniards would assuredly have entailed the 
+ expenditure of much more life and treasure 
if the Spaniards had been allowed time to 
bring an army corpe or two across the At- 
lantic to the Antilles, while the resistance of 
the Boers would have been crushed earlier in 
the day had they been forced to wait fora 
period of time sufficient for the English 
transports to reach Cape Town from South- 
ampton before commencing the invasion of 
Natal Mr. Stead’s idea, therefore, of com- 
pelliing intending belligerents to defer hostili- 
ties for twenty or thirty. days, in order to 
allow time for mediation, is unworthy of 
serious consideration. 


Mediation Plan Impracticable. 

Another thing to be reckoned with is the 
fact that there are many international quar- 
rels which do not lend themselves te settle- 
ment by mediation. Japan fought Russia 
in 1904 bécause her very existence was at 
stake, and because it was imperative that 
she should break Russia's power in the far 
east before it became too strong for re- 
sistance. Prussia’s real object in 1866 was 
not the problem im connection with the 
duchies of Schleswig-Holstein, but the de- 
termination to wrest from Austria the presi- 
dency of the federation of German states. 
And in 1870 the quarrel between France and 
Germany on the subject of the throne of 
Spain was but a mere pretext fora war which 
was necessary to the foundation of the Ger- 
‘man empire. In fact, there have been rela- 
tively few wars between the great powers 
which mediation could have prevented. And 
then, too, there is always a difficulty with 
regard to the choice of the mediator, owing 
to the far reaching system of alliances and 
of “ entente cordiales,”” on which the péace 
of the world may be said to rest. 

With regard to Mr. Stead’s proposal to 
boycott any power that refuses to submit to 
arbitration, experience in the past has shown 
that measures of this kind have invariably 
proved ineffective, since today less than ever 
can the government be said to control the 
financial and commercial resources of a 
country, while political exigency is power- 
less against the temptations of private gain, 
Moreover, even if this were not the case, an 
international boycott could only be rendered 
effective if it were unanimous, which is out 
of the question. 


Proposed “Pilgrimage of Peace.” 

Another project of Mr. Stead which more 
immediately concerns the United States is 
his propdésal to organize a species of inter- 
national pilgrimage of peace, which is to 
make its start from America at the close of 
the convention of the peace societies to be 
held in‘'New York shortly after Easter. Mr. 
Stead. who is coming over here from Eng- 
land for this convention, and who will have 
an opportunity of bringing his views before 
it on that occasion, hopes to secure the ap- 
pointment of twelve delegates, who will sail 
for England, where they will meet a party of 
British pilgrims, with whom they will pro- 
ceed to Paris, there to be joined by a party 
of French champions of peace, who will then 
proceed with them to Rome. In this way 
every capital is to be visited, until finally the 
pilgrimage, several hundred strong, reaches 
its final destination at The Hague in time to 
demand a hearing and to present its views 
to the international peace congress. 

Mr. Stead proposes that the expenses in 
connection with this pilgrimage of peace 
should be defrayed by the various govern- 
ments. He points out that inasmuch as na- 
tions afe willing to devote millions upon 
millions of dollars to armaments and to war 
they could readily afford a few thousands 
of dollars every year to the maintenance of 
peace and to the saving of the ruinous sums 
that a breaking of that peace would entail. 
Of course, if hostilities could be averted by 
means of such a pilgrimage as this the money 
would be well spent. But it is doubtful 
whether any of the governments concerned 
will consider the scheme as sufficiently prac- 
tical to warrant the assignment of public 
funds for the purpose, all the more as they 
would thereby be virtually subsidizing agita- 
tion for the purpose of promoting public 
sentiment to foree them into a course of pol- 
icy which they regard as injudicious. 


’ Program Virtually Agreed On. 

Popular sentiment is often a valuable asset 
to the government. But sometimes it con- 
stitutes an obstacle and even a danger to 
the latter. It might prove to be this were 
Editor Stead to succeed in putting Into exe- 
ecution his project of a pilgrimage of peace. 
The powers are virtually now agreed upon 
the limitations of the program of the forth- 
coming congress of The Hague, and if the 
latter is permitted to carry through that 
program without interference not only many 
questions of vital importance will receive 
their solution but likewise measures will be 
carried which will contribute to rob war of 
a number of its horrors. On the other hand, 
if by means of his pilgrimage of peace Mr. 
Stead is able to arouse a sufficient amount 
of popular sentiment to force his utopian 
schemes of disarmament, compulsory arbi- 
tration, and international boycott upon the 
congress the latter would probably be ship- 
wrecked thereby in such a fashion as to ren- 
der unlikely any other international confer- 
ence of the kind for many years to come 
and the interests of peace will receive a seri-

Ottawa. Although the federal government 
is supposed to abstain from such interfer- 
ence, it is known that the leadere in the do- 
minion capital did attempt to control re- 
sults. The defeat of the Mberale on the 
coast is accepted as an indication of political 
changes calculated to have serious effects 
on the next federal election. 

Every constituency in British Columbia 
sent a liberal member: to Ottawa at the last 
federal election, and in the legisiature, at its 
recent dissolution, the McBride government 
(conservative) was unable to boast of more 
than one majority. 

A noteworthy feature of the provincial 
struggle is that the socialist element, which 
had shown so phenomenal a growth and sud- 
denly had became so aggressive, has almost 
disappeared as a result of ts extreme propa- 
ganda and the consequent general distrust 
of it among the people. 

Premier McBride, in the convention of 
provincial ministers in Ottawa last year, re- 
fused to accept the award of the conference, 
dictated by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in regard 
to British Columbia subsidies. His action 
has received indorsement, as shown by the 
election returns. 

Conservative leaders in Ottawa are en- 
couraged by these developments to lay plans 
for a vigorous parliamentary campaign on 
the coast in the belief that the clean sweep 
of the Laurier men at the last federal ap- 
peal to the coumtry may be converted at the 
next Into am equally decisive conservative 


victory. 
Canada Opposing Mother Country. 


The official announcement from London 
of the program for the coming imperial con- 
ference comprises four main subjects for dis- 
cussion—contributions to the navy, land oper- 
ations for imperial defense, an imperial 
council, and preferential trade. The Lau- 
rier administration’s opposition to the first 
two topics has been announced as unaltera- 
ble. 

If British ministers would be satisfied with 
Mmiting the discussion to codperation for de- 
fense of a colony between the forces of the 
colony and Britain, the Canadian ministers 
might listen. But they will consent to noth- 
ing involving a general agreement for imperi- 
al defense. 

Concerning the proposal of an imperial 
council, the Canadian ministers are of the 
opinion that the existing colonial conference 
is sufficient for all requirements. They may 
decline to be drawn into anything of a more 
binding and responsible character. 

Preferential trade is the only subject the 
Canadian ministers really feel interested in. 
They will submit again an offer of a continued 
tariff preference for British products, and 
are even willing to increase the favor should 
the British authority show a desire to re- 
spond with a discriminating duty on Cana- 
dian products. But as the Campbell-Banner- 
man administration was undertaken not to 
tax foodstuffs entering the united kingdom, 
the adoption of this offer would seem to be 
out of the question. 


Insurance Muddle Hits Senators. 


Senator McMullen has aroused a tempest 
in parliament by his resolution requiring the 
Montreal Reserve Life Fund Assurance asso- 
ciation of New York to furnish the names 
and detailed statements of amounts paid, if 
any, to senators or members of pariiament, 
or to the respective firms to which they be- 
long, and demanding copies of all checks and 
receipts. Notwithstanding the bitterest of 
opposition, the resolution prevailed. 

Should the association refuse to give the in- 
formation the government will be asked to 
cancel ite license to do business in Canada 
an@ parliament will be moved to cancel the 
charter itself. 

Settator McMullen was led to Introduce his 
resolution by the receipt of a number of com- 
munications from these policy holders re- 
specting various lawsuits, compromises, and 
settlements of claims in Canade by the asso- 
ciation at less than the sums ineured and of 
increasing rates and charges. 

In the debate on the resolution Senator 
Pdwards characterized it as a slur on the 
honor of the senate. Other senators expressed 
similar views. Senator McMullen remarked 
ih reply that it wae singular there had been 
so much opposition to the affairs of the asso- 
elation being investigated in the senate. He 
said he wanted merely to ascertain the 
amount of money the association actually 
spent and whether any part of it was for an 
improper purpose—that he had no intention 
of questioning the integrity of any senator or 
mem ber.

yesterday reached the top of the vice ad- 
mirals’ list, and in due course he will be pro- 
moted to the rank of full admiral. His ad- 
vancement to the head of the list is due to 
the retirement of Admiral Sir Archibald 
Douglas, commanding at Portsmouth, who 
reached the age limit of 65 years yesterday. 

The Portsmouth command will be taken 
over by Admiral Sir W. H. Bosanquet, and 
@ step will be given to Vice Admiral) Sir 
James Bruce. Rear Admiral Sir F. Powell 
will be the new vice admiral. Two other ad- 
mirals, Sir C. E. Domville and Sir Arthur K. 
Wiison, reach the age Mmit this year, the 
latter on March 4, so that the promotion of 
the prince to the rank cannot be long de- 
layed. 

During the coming spring the prince's two 
sons, Princes Edward and Albert of Wales, 
will be entered as naval cadets, and will be- 
gin their training at Osborne. It was on 
June 5, just thirty years ago this year, that 
the prince of Wales began his training for 
the navy as a cadet on the Britannia. 


LONDON LOSING BOOKSHOPS. 


Total Number Has Declined Enormous- 
ly Recently, Though Hall Caine’s La- 
ment May Not Be Accurate.

Therefore the boari 
is sending out an appeal to other organi- 
zations to codperate’in an effort te get a 
big majority for the ordinances next 
April. That is an excellent idea. 

The invitation to cotperate is to be 
sent to the labor organizations. That is 
right, because the men who make up the 
labor unions are among the victims of 
bad street ear service. That kind f 
service robs them of time, 
other workers. It is true that the 
unions, speaking through the federation 
of labor, have come out against the trac- 
tion ordinances, but the federation is a 
political rather than a labor body. It ‘s 
controlled by politicians who, for some 
reason, are willing temporarily to lend 
Mayor Dunne a helping hand. That 
they represent the true sentiments of the 
workingmen who are tired of riding in 
slow and packed street cars is almost be- 
yond belief. Invitations should be sent 
to the labor unions even though they re- 
fuse to accept them. 

The men who are fighting the ordinances 
because they wish to keep open the trac- 


muster as many votes as possible. They 
will endeayor to poll the lodging house 
vote against the ordinances. They will 
try to fan into a flame the dying embers 
of “immediate municipal ownership.” 
Therefore it behooves intelligent citizens 
who are for the ordinances not merely to 
yote for them themselves but to become 
missionaries and get others: to vote for 
them. The more thorough and compre- 
hensive the organization on behalf of the 
ordinances, the better will it be for the 
community. 

The fact that a mayor is to be elected 
for a four year term ought of itself to be 
enough to bring out an unusually heavy 
yote month after next. When to that is 
added the prospect of a final and satis- 
factory settlement of the traction question 
the vote should be still further increased. 
One may look for a heavy registration this 
spring, a registration so heavy that it 
will keep the officers busy during the one 
day allowed them.

IMPROVE THE RIVER. 

The house of representatives could not 
be induced to make room for the four- 
teen foot waterway in the rivers and 
harbors bill. The members from séc- 
tions whose simple wants have not been 
overlooked were unsympathetic. They 
did not wish to run the risk of overload- 
ing the wagon by adding to the load, 
Nor is it likely that the senate will be 
any more kindly than the house has been. 

But Chicago got a consolation prize in 
the shape of a $200,000 appropriation 
for the deepening of the north branch. 
This should be the beginning of exten- 
‘sive congressional legislation for the im- 
provement of the main river and its 
branches. Money has *been voted from 
time to time for the outer harbor, but 
little has been done for the great inner 
harbor—the river and its branches. The 
reason for the refusal—and there is no 
denying that it was a strong one—was 
that it would be a waste of money to do 
anything in that direction as long as the 
tunnels continued to obstruct navigation. 

Provision has been made for lowering 
them. ‘They wil] soon cease to be an ob- 
struction. With them out of the way 
there will be an opportunity for the Illi- 
nois members to do something of imme- 
diate practical value to the commerce of 
Chicago andthe state. Then it will be 
in their power to demand as a matter of 
right ample recognition by the general 
government of the commercial impor- 
tance of the port of Chicago. That port 
has been given the go-by for years while 
inferior ones have been given liberal ap- 
propriations. The time hase come for 
congress to turn over a new leaf. 

If there is to be at some.future day a 
fourteen fvot waterway between Chica- 
go and §$t. Louis, or Chicago and the 
guif, and if it is to be utilized by innu- 
merable vessels, as its advocates are con- 
fident it will be, then the Chicago river 
and its branches should be so improved 
as to enable them to accommodate the 
vast volume of prospective commerce, 
If the terminal facilities were. no better 
than they are now they would be alto- 
gether inadequate. They will not meét 
the requirements of the increased traffic 
that is looked for after the lowering of 
the tunnels. 

The waterway can wait. There is an 
abundance of time in which to discuss 
that project. The improvement of the 
port of Chicago is a more urgent matter 
which deserves the unremitting attention 
of Chicago congressmen. 


SPECIAL DELIVERY IMPROVED. 

The weakest spot in the present special 
delivery system is the requirement of a 
specinl delivery stamp. A business office 
may keep special delivery stamps on hand, 
but there are few householders where the 
necessity for one ‘is anticipated and pro- 


ing ¢onditions healthful where large num- 
bers of people dwell in the comparatively 
narrow limits of a city. 

Most people have a fairly distinct idea 
that proper attention to sanitation is es- 
sential to good health, but the great ma- 
jority are not informed of the possibilities 
eut of which an epidemic may come. 


- What may appear to be comparatively 


trivial in life is often found to be the real 
cause of a contagion bringing sickness, 
sorrow, and death to many homes, Peo- 
ple: may exercise much care in one direc- 
tion and neglect some simple precaution 
of equal importance. 

When an epidemic is raging every on¢ 
becomes interested in checking it. No 
expense seems too great in an emergency. 
The ideal situation is one where the value 
of prevention is appreciated more than 
the importance of cure. It has been as- 
sumed that much disease is spread 
through milk and the closest supervision 
of the milk supply is continually urged. 
It is clear, too, that the gathering of peo- 
ple in time of epidemic is attended with 
danger, and meetings in churches, or the 
daily assembly of children in the schools 
become unwise. The cessation of such 
gatherings disarranges the social economy 
and is, therefore, objectionable, It is far 
better to make conditions healthful and 
keep them so than to be forced to extreme 
measures when the contagion comes. One 
of the most important functions of the 
social organization should be to keep the 
community free from disease. 

The proposed exchange of opinions 
should have value in the direction of eda- 
cating the people. The physicians, the 
nurses, the trained laboratory investiga- 
tors, the city authorities, the school of- 
ficials, the transportation agents, each can 
contribute something of. value toward the 
general popular understanding of what 
is needed all the time where millions

testimony of experience as to the best 
means of preventing the recurreAce of 
similar conditions in the future. 


A CHANCE BEFORE PRISON. 

The movement*in which several of the 
municipal judges and other members of 
the judiciary are taking much interest to 
encourage guilty people who are first of- 
fenders by giving them another chance 
before committing them to the peniten- 
tiary is in the line of thought of the best 
students of peuology. ' 

Too often the prison becomes little less 
than a school of crime. The doors close 
behind a man once counted honest and 
his whole life is affected. There is more 
p}than « chance that an act counted crim- 
inal.may have been the result of peculiar 
and unusual conditions, or. may have 
been committed without full realization 
of its effect upon life and character. 
Kindly words of encouragement and ad- 
vice may possibly save a man to his fam- 
ily and to society when the penitentiary

A SERVICE PENSION, 

The president has signed the service 
pension bill sent to him by congress last 
week, The effect of this act is to give 
every man who served in the army or 
navy of the United States sixty days dur- 
ing the war with Mexico or ninety days 
during the civil war and was honorably 
discharged a pension of $12 a mohth when 
he has reached the age of 62, of $15 a 
month when he has reached the age of 
70, and a pension of $20 if he is 75 or 
over. Application must be made in the 
regular way and the necessary formalities 
may take a year or more. It is estimated 
that the cost to the government may be 
for a while as high as $15,000,000. 


There is complaint already from some 
quarters that this bill does not go far 
enough, because it makes no provision for 
There is complaint also that the 


widows. 
rates in the laws are not high enough. 
The general pension law makes ample 
provision for Ahese classes of pensioners 
when there is proof of dependence. Spe- 
cial pension bills which pass congress in 
great numbers set right any difficulties 
which arise from technicalities, such as 
inability to give exactly the kind of proof 
required by the strict’ interpretation of 
the laws, and also give adequate relief in 
peculiarly distressing cases. It does not 
seem that there is the same justification 
for further service pension legislation that 
there is for the bill which has just become 
a law. This is intended to reward surviy- 
ing soldiers of the war who are not in 
want but who can be made more comfort- 
able and more happy in their old age by a 
substantial addition to their income, It is 
a gift to the men themselves, and the roll 
of names will be considered a roll of honor 
rather than a list of dependents. 

It is estimated that there are . about 
750,000 surviving soldiers of the two wars 
mentioned. All but about 100,000 of 
these are now on the pension roll. It is 
now nearly forty-two years since the close 
of the war. How many of the 100,000 
were over 20 years of age at the close of 
the war is unknown, but all such are en- 
titled to pensions, and will probably apply 
as soon as the news reaches them. The 
increase in pension expenditure will be 
only temporary, since death is fast thin- 
ning the ranks. The country has the

would be permitted by Bismarck to use the 
army under his command to reéstablish the 
imperial government, to which he was in- 
debted for all his honors and dignities.

Save for these cases, defeated naval and 
military commanders have, as a rule, been 
treated with a good deal of forbearance and 
consideration. Indeed, history. accords to 
most of them a niche in its temples as en- 
during as that of their victors. Their names 
are necesearily associated with one another 
in the record of the battle, and time, which 
rights so many wrongs, and furnishes the 
perspective needed for sound and sober judg- 
ment, deals so generously with the van- 
quished commanders that they are gome- 
times preserved in more kindly remembrance 
and retain a stronger hold upon the heart of 
the people than the leaders to whom they 
have succumbed.

stamp cannot be purchased. A 

If the bill reported favorably by the 
house committee on postoffices and post- 
roads becomes law the advantages of spe- 
cial delivery will be greatly extended. The 
bill provides that a special stamp need 
not be necessary if the total value of the 
stamps affixed to the letter is equal to 
the combined value of a special delivery 
stamp and the stamps required by the 
weight of the letter. All that 
necessary in addition te stamps of any 
denomination amounting to the requisite 
sum will be the words “‘ Special delivery ” 
written conspicuously on the envelope. 

It is not easy to see what objection 
there can possibly be to this amendment 
of the law. Whatever purpose it was 
expected would be served by havmg tue 
special delivery paid for by a _ special 
stamp, the advantage to the department 
is more than offset by the inconveniences 
to’ the general public. Now that the gov- 
ernment has issued a series of 2 cent 
stamps in rolls for use in slot machines, 
presumably for the convenience -of the 
general public, it should not hesitate to. 
accept stamps of any kind for the pay- 
ment of the special delivery charge and 
thus accommodate the public still more. 
Business houses which have a large num- 
ber of special delivery Jetters may con- 
finue to use the special stamps as a mat- 
ter of convenience, but the option of using 
other stamps will cause the special serv- 
ice to be employed by thousands of per- 
sons who now never use it. Registra- 
tion may be paid for by common stamps. 
Although one stamp, the 13 cent denom- 
ination, was created for the express pur- 
pose of making it possible to pay foreign 
postage and registration by a _ single 
stamp, there is no compulsion about its 
use. There should be none about the use 
of the special delivery stamp. . 
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_ THEATERS AND TICKET SCALPING. 

- Spurred on perhaps by the action of the 
council, and by the manifestation of in- 
terest on the part of the public, the 
theater managers have declared their’ will- 
ingness to take steps to prevent ticket 
speculation and to circumvent the specu- 
lators. This same commendable conclu- 
sion has been reached by some man- 
agers in New York who have announced 
a similar determination to put an end to 
the abuses along the subject of com- 
plaint.

such consideration. Murder and crimes 
properly glassed as heinous should be 
punished with severity for the good of 
society and the protection of its mem- 
bers. It is the crime of “ordinary na- 
ture.” as Judge Barnes calls it, which 
suggests the possibility of protecting so- 
ciety and saving the man both by gentler 
and milder means than a _ penitentiary 
sentence. 

The parole system {s being tried with 
good results in the Juvenile court. Boys 
are being saved to good citizenship and 
respectability by kindly advice and an 
appeal to honor. One of the judges has 
tried the same plan with erring hus- 
bands. The reports come that some of 
these men have proved unworthy of the 
trust and have violated their parole. If 
ohe of them learns his lesson and is able 
to overcome the temptations of evil, the 
saving of that one will have its value to 
the state. 

The words “reformatory” and “ peu- 
itentiary ’ carry with them the idea of 
institutions where there may be reflec- 
tion over faults and a determination to 
live a better li€e after the period of im- 
prisonment. If the actual working of 
the system of punishment to which the 
citizen is accustomed develops more 
hardened criminals than penitents, there 
can be no harm in trying a different 
plan. 

What the state needs is a citizenship 
ready to obey the law and to respect the 
law. It ought not to be in the business 
of punishing merely for the sake of pun- 
ishing. ‘The saving of boys and men, of 
girls and women, that they may con- 
tribute something to the welfare and 
happiness of mankind, is the prime idea. 
If the new plans result in improvement 
over present conditions in the punish- 
ment of crime they will prove their value 
many times over. It is a matter of sat- 
isfaction that men of high ideals are 
thinking seriously’ of the broader aspects 
of the problems which meet them In con- 
nection with their work on the bench.

A popular impression, 
on the other hand, is facile, shallow, transient, with that fickleness 
and blatancy that used to be ascribed to the popular mind in gen- 
eral. It is analogous to the unconsidered views and aitterances of an 
individual, ‘and the more one studies it the less seriously he will 
teke it. It may happen that 99 men in 100 hold opinions today 
contradictory of those they will hold a month hence—partly be- 
cause the few who have significant and well grounded ideas have 
mot had time to impress them upon:the rest. 

It is not unreasonable, then, to combine a slight regard for most 
of what passes for public opinion, with much confidence in the 
soundness of an aroused, mature, organic social judgment. 

Social will differs from public opinion only in implying a more 
continuous and efficient organization. It is merely public opinion 
become an effective guide to social development. 

It is quite plain that the development of the past has been 
mostly without human intention. Any page of history shows that 
men have been unable to foresee, much less to control, the larger 
movements of life. There have been seers, but they have seen 
principles rather than processes, and almost never have been men 
of immediate sway. Statesmen have lived in the present, having no 
purpose beyond the aggrandizemént of their own country, their 
order, or their family. Such partial exceptions as the framing of 
the American constitution by the light of history and philosophy, 
and with some prevision of its actual working, are confined to recent 
times and excite a special wonder.

life, while the larger structure and movement has been subcon- - 


scious, erratic, and wasteful. The idea of progress, of. orderly develop- 
ment on @ great scale, is of recent origin and diffusion. 

At the present day, also, social phenomena of a large sort are 
for the most part not willed at all, but are the unforeseen result 
o* diverse and partial endeavors. It is seldom ‘that any large 
plan of social action is drawn up intelligently and followed out. Each 
interest works along in a somewhat blind and selfish manner, gras- 
ing, fighting, and groping. As regards general ends most of the 
energy is wasted, and yet a sort of advance takes place, more like 
the surging of a throng than the orderly movement of troops. Who 
can pretend that the American people, for example, are guided by 
any clear and rational plan in their economic, social, and religious 
development? They have glimpses and impulses, but hardly a will, 
except on a few matters of near and urgent interest. 

In the same way the ills that afflict society are seldom willed 
by any one or any group, but are by-products of acts of will hav- 
ing other objects; they are done, as some one has said, rather with 
the elbows than the fists. There is surprisingly little il) intent, and 
the more one looks into wrongdoing the leas he finds of that vivid 
chiaroscuro of conscious goodness and badness his childish teaching 
has led him to expect. 

Take, for instance, a conspicuous evil like the sweating system 
in the garment trades of New York or London. Here are people, 
largely women and children, forced to work twelve, fourteen, some- 
times sixteen hours a day, in the midst of dirt, bad air, and con- 
tagion, suffering the destruction of home life and decent nuar- 
ture, and all for a wage insufficient to buy the bare necessaries of 
life. But if one looks for sin dark enough to cast such a shadow 
he will scarcely find it. The “sweater” or immediate employer, to 
whom he first turns, commonly himself is a workman, not much 
raised above the rest and making but little profit on his transac- 
tions. Beyond him is the large dealer, usually a well intentioned 
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phant or a turtle. Christians still speak of the sun as “the God of 
Day,” and of the devil as “the Imp of Darkness,” names that have 
come down the centuries from some far off, ancestral nature worship. 

Good old ladies still read their bibles and pray with faces to the 
east, as of old men turned their faces and directed their supplications 
to the rising sun god. And around the heads of our saintly ones is 
pictured the halo which adorned the head of this same sun god. 

In our secular literature we speak of “tongues of fire” an 
“fiery serpents’ ‘as if we still believed in “The Little God of Fire,” 
and that the zigzag lightning was a veritable serpent darting athwart 
the heavens. 

, We read of the “storm spirit” and “the teeth of the storm,” 
though nowadays the only teeth we have faith in are in a certain 
pair of square jaws used in the papers as a symbol of their owner, 
and when the daily press intimates that a swift moving and forceful 
spirit is abroad in the land we merely smile and ask, “‘ What is Teddy 
going to do: next?’ 
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always remain somewhat of a mystery one to the other, and that feel- 
ing of absolute comfort which exists between an American man and 
woman is something that is unknown in this country. 

The American woman is just the opposite to her English sister. 
From earliest infancy she has an opportunity to know boys and men 
as they teally are—just plain human beings, some of them good, séme 
of them bad; some of them noble, some of them ignoble; some of them 
fine, some of them rough. And surely the women themselves, on the 
whole, must be good, and pure, and noblje, or else the American man, 
with his quick intelligence, his fine brain, and his subtle mind, never 
would have held so persistently to his ideal. The American likes not 
only the one woman but women. He takes the trouble to understand 
their point of view, their lives, and their occupations. He is interested 
in them, he finds them companionable and makes friends of them, and he 
has studied them appreciatively and helped them in their development. 

You will hear at a lunch party one American woman say to an- 
other, “Isn’t Elizabeth radiant today; doesn’t she look a love in that 
mauve hat and that bunch of violets in her silver belt? Isn’t she just 
too cunning’ for anything?” And Elizabeth will toss her head and flusb 
up with pleasure, and a sort of cordial, comfortable atmosphere gocs 
round the table. Any demonstration of this kind in England or allu- 
sions to hats or flowers would be considered persona! and il] bred. The 
ideal conversation is about inanimate objects, antiques for preference. 
Thus: 

“‘ Are there any Runic crosses in this neighborhood 

“ Yes: there is one fine specimen about nine miles from here. 
you a good walker?” 

“©, yes, with stout boots, beginning rather early in the morning 
and taking a sandwich, I can manage it.” 
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¥ We say that the thunder rolls, although we know that it does 
not roll, and from time to time we read that some one has picked up 
a genuine, egg shaped thunder stone, one of the bolts that the wrath- 
ful Thunder God used to hurl at obnaxious mortals. 

“The mantle of darkness” and “the dome of the sky” are sur- 
vivals from the days when the sky was believed to be a solid dome 
resting upon the edge of the earth, over which blankets of different 
colors were hung at dawn and dusk. 

In the word “Iunatic” our language has preserved for us a 
relict of the fancy that Goddess Luna exerted a peculiar influence 
over mortals, and that lovelorn youths and crazy people were “ moon 
struck.” I remember to have heard in my childhood that once a man 
lay down in a cornfield and slept with face upturned to the moon, 
and that when he awoke he was blind. 

Even science as yet has found no exact synonym for “the sun 
rises,” “passes across the sky,” “sets,” “the moon and stars come 
out.” 
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“I believe the hieroglyphics on this particular Ruanic cross are 
marvelous. There is only one man who ever has been able to get their 
meaning at all. He left a pamphlet on the subject, but for the moment 
the name of it escapes me,” and so on. Now, this sort of conversation 
~—Runic crosses; what sort of starch Queen Elizabeth used in her ruff, 
and whether Bacon wrote Shakspeare, and if clay soil induces rheu- 
matism (although this is verging on the personal)—commits you to 
nothing; it is better never to talk about anything human unless in a 
téte-A-téte or with a most intimate friend. 

The American woman, with her quick perception, her lively intelll- 
gence, her opportunities of knowing and understanding something of 
human nature, and the protection and the care she receives from her 
men, is the most fortunate woman in existence. Sometimes perhaps 
she asks too much of life, but she also gives a great deal. She is ca- 
pable, well read, witty; she is gowned beautifully, and wears her 
clothes with distinction, and her taste is an instinct. The taste of 2 
woman in England is a question of three generations at least. It is 
a thing of cultivation. With an American it is simply an instinct. 
Indeed, the taste of the American woman is one of the most remar«k- 
able things about her. 

I take for example a woman in Louisville who has absolutely per- 
fect taste. She always rejects the false and selects the true in every- 
thing. She is a beautiful judge of stuffs and of old china, of old silver, 
of pottery; she understands: pictures, tapestries, and fine embroideries, 
and in her own dress and her own habits she is as dainty as a flower. 
Her discrimination of the good is in no way superior to that of many 
American women, and, what is almost as valuable as taste, they have 
a certain chic which is not at all like French chic, a little daring, but 
in an American it is just a pretty coquetry.

I have a pretty good friend for whom I have been making char 
‘table allowances because of an inherently yellow streak of this con- 
ventional virtue. He has preached me sermons many times on rigut 
living. One day, a number of years ago, we chanced to meet at lunch- 
eon in a place where a certain fixed meal was set for 80 cents, with in 
extra 5 cents charged for additional single dishes. The custom of the 
place was such that most meals served were the set meals at 3O cents. 
On this occasion each of us took an extra side dish, and our checks 
were written for 35 cents. 

The cashier of the place was a gray haired, near sighted woman 
of gentle manners, suggesting a better position in life. My friend 
walked ahead of me and put down a dollar, receiving 70 cents 'n 
change without a word. I followed with another dollar, received my 
70 cents, and pushed a nickel back, for which she thanked me most 
sincerely and graciously. IL did not know that my companion had 
noticed the incident until we bad passed out, when he remarked: 

“Say, Howland, you are too honest!”’ 


Yet this man is typical of that conventionally virtuous element 
in society which plumes itself upon the conventionality of its virtues. 
If he had seen that near sighted old woman drop a $10 bill in the 
street he would have restored it to her without a thought. The idea 
of stealing under any circumstances would shock him sincerely. But 
eupidity had prompted him to put into his pocket a 5 cent piece which 
wasn’t his, and which he knew would have to be made good to the 
proprietor of the restaurant when her cash was balanced that night. 

Is it hard to imagine in the case of such a man as this how inef- 
fectual and how subtly harmful his criticisms might be of some crim- 
inal who had wrecked:a bank, or held up a citizen in the street?

It is overlooked by these self-sufficient possessors of negative vir- 
tue that in the beginning nine-tenths of the present day virtues were 
mere community expedients. These expedients began as written 
laws. Later, as conscience developed under them, that element in 
society which could rise to full appreciation of virtue for virtue’s sake 
passed to an‘ appreciation of that virtue which the conventionally 
virtuous cannot hope to attain to or understand in its ful] meaning.

“ Futures is another cause which has con- 
tributed to. the Jow price of cotton,” says 
that report. “A great dealof valuable testi- 
mony Was taken on this point. Though there 
is a differefice between commercial men as 
to the effect of the dealings, we think the 
arguments advanced by those. who oppose 
these: dealings carry the greater weight and 
are entitled to our approbation. ; 

“ In the first place, let it be noted that only 
in, and through, and under the regulations 
of the two cotton. exchanges in New York 
and New Orleans can this business be trans- 
acted. The cotton exchange at New York 
is a corporation-under the laws of that state, 
It is composed of less then 500 members, and 
the number cannot be increased beyond that 
number. The initiation fee is $10,000 and 
the new members are elected by the old. 

“It ig an oligarchy of wealth, self-created 
and self-perpetuating, which holds in sub- 
jection to its will the interests of the people 
of at least ten states in the union. In all 
thege the members assume and exercise the 
power of regulating international and for- 
eign commerce in cotton, which is vested by 
the constitution in congress alone, 

** We conclude by stating our conviction to 
be that, although these dealings in futures 
cannot for any long period control absolute- 
ly the price of cotton independent of the sup- 
ply and demand, they clearly produce abnor- 
mally low prices sometimes as .well as high 
prices, as is admitted by their advocates. 

‘* Congress not only has the power to abol- 
ish them but is in duty bound to do so.”

BOLDEST ROBBERY TP

rope. How much they stole 
and what great wealth their 
thievery netted them is un- . 
known, but the Parisian po- 
hee declare that the bold 
gang shipped to the United 
States at least 7,000,000 
francs’ worth of:their plun- 
der, paid duty on it, and yet, 
by their boldneses, were not 
suspected with any connec- 
tion with the amazing sertes 
of robberies that startled 
Paris. 

Apparently with no capi- 
tal except their bold idea, 
these men robbed in broad 
daylight and in the prerence 
of their victims, and in 
every case had removed 
their booty and hidden their 
trail for twenty-four hours 
before any suspicion of rob- 
bery entered the minds of 
their victims and before the 
police were informed. 


« 
Young College Men 
Suspected. 


That there were five men 
in the gang. that all spoke 
Frenth with an anghcized 
accent, that all came. to 
Paris from London after 
staying there for at least 
a month, and that they 
leisurely returned to @Lon- 
don, posing as: American 
tourists, and then fled to 
New York, the Parisian po- 
hed. know. Also they have 
descriptions of all five men, 
and the American secret 
servicy and the New York detective bureau have tried 
in vain to identify the men as well known American 
crooks, : 

Furthermore, the police of both continents ex- 
press the astonishing belief that the five young men 
are Américan college men, of good family, probably 
never before engaged in any crime, but who, needing 
money, evolved the audacious scheme and carried it 
through. The police @eclare that the work could not 
have been done by professional criminals or confidence 
men, and they believe that the man who led the gang 
has a deep inside knowledge of French police and gov- 
ernment affairs, as well as accurate knowledge of cus- 
toms and other laws of both America and France, 
Furthermore, they state that they have definite sus- 
picions pointing to a graduate of one of the biggest 
law schools in the country, who afterwards studied in 
Paris, but dare not press their suspicions unless they 
can find tangible evidence on which to base prose- 
cution. 

That this man, himself brilliant, though erratic, a 
spendthrift and lover of pleasure, a failure at the bar 
because he would not apply his brilliant talents stead- 
ily to the profession, enlisted four of his classmates, 
plotted out the entire scheme, and then took them 
to Paris for the purpose of loot, is asserted by the 
police, who, while claiming to have solved the mys- 
tery, admit that they never can arrest or convict the 
men unless they are caught in possession of the stolen 
stuff or arrested in Paris, where identification might 
be possible—although not probable. 


*e * 
Netted $250,000 Each. 


The story of this must audacious series of crimes 
of the century, which is believed to have netted the 
thieves at least a quarter of a million dollars each for 
two mdénths’ easy work, merely is a story of nerve 
and audacity. The robberies were so open and bold 
that in one case it was thirty-two days before the 
victim suspected he had been robbed. 

The scheme of the gang was merely to use the 
law to aid them in their nefarious work. 

One reason on which the detectives base their theo- 
ry that the robbers were educated college men is that 
each of the five spoke most excellent: French, and 
Parisian French at that, while not three of the big 
confidence men of the United States speak French 
well enough to deceive even an American as to their 
nationality. 

The procedure of the gang was as simple as it was 
effective. They lived at possibly five—more probably 
three—hotels of the second class, and hotels frequent- 
ed by tourists, especially Americans and Englishmen. 
They posed ‘merely _as travelers, and, of course, gave 
names that furnished no clew to their real identity. 
So deep laid was the plan that it is known that two 
of them held letters of credit from New York in the 
names they used while in Frapce, proving to the sat- 
isfaction of the police at least that the entire scheme 
was laid in New York. 


x 
Rented ‘House Near Police Station. 


It is known that the gang met at a certain house 
in the Rue Debois, within a stone’s throw of a police 
station; but this fact was discovered days after the 
police struck the scent. In these rooms were found 
papers, either forged or real warrants, and other docu- 
ments for the private use of thé secret police of rerts, 
and four full uniforms. 

The house has entrances in three streets, or, rather, 
two streets and a court, and the plotters used all 
three entrances. 

The gang evidently watched for days and perhaps 
weeks, locating the victim, and then, after spotting 
the house of some wealthy royalist, it proceeded at 
once to action. 

Jewels, rare tapestries, art works, bronzes, and 
money were wanted—and nothing else. <ewelry 
formed the chief part of the loot. 

When the victim was selécted the gang, which 
perhaps had not been near the house in the Rue De- 
bois for days, would assemble there during fhe fore- 
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noon, and four of the party would attire themselves 
in the wniforms of the police, while the fifth armed 
himself with warrants, cleverly forged and signed 
by some high official of the. government, for the 
search of a certain house. ° 

The party then would emerge boldly from one of 
the three entrances to the house, and, walking brisk- 
ly and with businesslike determination, would proceed 
by the most direct path to the residence of the victim. 


=- 


Personated Parisian Officers. 

The police suspect that a sixth person shadowed 
the victim and notified the gang when he would be at 
home, for in every case the robbers caught the man 
himself in his residence. 

Entry was formally demanded, and then, after pro- 
a@ucing his papers, the man at the head of the party 
would explain politely that, while he regretted it ex- 
ceedingtly, it was his duty to serve the papers and to 
place seals of the government upon certain desks, 
drawers, and other hiding places of possible secret 
documents in the house. 

The royalist usually stormed and objected, but the 
pseudo-official explained quietly and with extreme po- 
liteness that certain royalists in Paris had fallen un- 
der suspicion, and, while he personally had no doubt 
of his host’s ability to prove his innocence, it was his 
duty merely to place seals upon the places said to con- 
tain traitorous matter and permit the law to take its 
course. , 

The persuasive power of the man, his extreme po- 
liteness, and his deferential and apologetic manner in 
every case won over the royalist, and in almost every 
case the victim ordered his servants to bring wine 
and parted from the leader of the gang almost as 
from a friend. 

The four uniformed men would pass through the 
entire house, placing seals upon drawers, doors, and 
other places, and then, with their leader still apole- 
gizing for the intrusion and regretting that his duty 


was so unpleasant both to bimself and his host, they 
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would march away—in one case with over $22,000 
worse of diamonds and garter in their possession. 


Carried Coods fe Boldly. 


The following day the royalist, impatient at the de- 
lay of the police” in investigating and clearing hig 
honored name from suspicion in connection with some 
plot against the government of which he was wholly 
in ignorance, would call upen the police and discover 
that they knew nothing whatever of the affair. 

The strength of the position of the robber band 


lay almost entirely in the fact that in Paris there are. 


rings within rings in the police, and frequently the 
civil potice, or the city police, absolutely are in igno- 
rance of the moves of the secret police maintained by 
the government, so even after the police denied 
knowledge of any Saeeeten or any arrest more delay 
would ensue. 
After waiting vainly for the police to come and 
break the seals the victim weually grew angry and 
ordered his servants to 
‘preak them, and then 
discovered his loss and 
the fact that, while pre- 
tending to place seals on 
drawers, desks, and clos- 
ets, the gang busily was 
engaged in selecting 
portable valuables. By 
that time the scent was 
so old that it was impos- 
‘sible for the police to 
trace the band of bogus 
officials. 

During the first thirty 
days that the gang is 
known to have gperated 
in Paris there were six 
cases, all alike, and the 
amount of jewelry and 
other property stolen 


was estimated at 1,300,000 francs. 

Then the band beeame even bolder in its move- 
ments, and in the next month—the last in which it 
operated—fifteen houses were ransacked, among them 
some of the greatest in the city. 


* a 
Government Secrecy Aids Men. 

In every case active royalists were attacked and 
charged with plotting against the government. In 
one ease the man accused pleaded guilty and defied 
the government, and it is believed when he discov- 
ered that the urban leader of the raiders was not 
above accepting money he paid a large sum for the 
privilege of removing seditious matter from his home 
before the seals were placed. 

Evidently towards the end of their daring operations 
the robbers hurried, although they grew even bolder 
when they discovered that, through the excessive se- 
cretiveness:of the police, ne publication of previous 
thefts was made and no warning given to their new 
victims. 

They knew, however, that the police were making 
every effort to catoh them, for they ceased to rendez- 
vous at the Rue Debois house and met elsewhere, ex- 
cept for the last raid, which was the most daring 
of all. 

This raid was on the home of a prominent noble- 
man, whose name is known all over the world be- 
cause of his connection with the Dreyfus affair. As 


usual he was confronted by the squad and charged © 
with conspiracy against the government. The draw- 


ers, desks, and doors were sealed, and the usual de- 
parture was made. 


* % 

Stole Costly Paintings. : 
However, the thieves, during their looting, had 
discovered two costly paintings in one of the sealed 
rooms, and, returning with a wagon. they demanded 
entrance a second time and carried out several desks, 
bureaus, and a table with a secret drawer, all sealed, 
giving the owner a written order to recover the fur- 
niture after it had been examined at the prefecture. 
In one of the pieces of furniture were the canvases, 

cut from their frames in the sealed room. ; 
The robbers evidently hastened to the house in the 


Rue Debois, cast asiie their discuises, left the furni-. 


ture from the nobleman’s house there, and quit the 
game, 7 

The police have discovered one thing—and that is 
how the loot was shipped. The five tourists returned 
to their hotels after their raids, told of the day's 


sightseeing, discussed points of interest In the city and 


other courist topics. The stolen stuff was divided up 
into small consignments and shipped regularly, with 
full duty paid, either to London or New York, and it 
has been learned that what went to London after- 


wards was reshipped to America. 


The stolen goods were out of France in most cases 
before the police even set to work to find the thieves. 


The American police have not discovered how the loot 


was disposed of in the United States, and the only 
gems that have been traced were identified in the 
diamond market at Brussels. 


* * 
Thought Work of American Criminals. 


It is expected that within the year the pictures 


stolen will be offered for sale quietly in New York, and 
all the well known rich amateurs and all the art gal 
leries. have been notified of the thefts. It is hoped 


that the thieves may be caught in this way, as it is 


believed the bulk of the gems and furniture already 
has been disposed of, and the only chante for catching ~ 
these bold robbers is through these great paintings, 
which undoubtedly have not yet been sold. 


There is no proof, however, that the men who raided 


Paris and deprived the royalists of their property be 
long in this country. They may have been Frenchmen 
who merely shipped their goods to the United States, 
or, perhaps, even sold them through the second hand 
and curio shops of Paris to American tourists. Paris 
Officials declare, on the other hand, that no band of 
criminals save Americans would think of so simple and 
yet daring method of robbery as the impersonation of 
government police.

Courtship is the 
most costly form 
of human amusement. Take 
the normal young man who 
is wooing the maid of his 
choice along normal, up-to- 
date lines. Assume that the 
meid is a normal, up-to-date 
young woman. Assume that 
their courtship is the aver- 
, ®ge courtship of normal, up- 
to-date young people, and 
put their courtship through 
@ business examination. It 
will be found that it costs 
more to court than to be 
born, to be married, or to 
die. It is exceeded in ex- 
pense only by one other 
popular human diversion in- 
dulged in by the sexes—that 
of divorce—and sometimes 
even this event falls below 
it in the amount of the 
finances involved. Court- 
ing, instead of being a mild, 
idyllic species of amuse- 
ment, becomes another 
form of frenzied financial 
display. 

“Abandon bank accounts all ye who enter here,” is 
the motto hung over the entrance to the realms of mod- 
ern courtship. How much does it cost to court?. Why, 
just as much as you can get—if you are a normal young 
man courting a normal young woman of the day. 

As courtships differ as much as do individuals {t 
is next to impossible to estimate a fair average cost of 
a courtship. Courtships vary from two hours to ten 
Fears. Obviously the man 
who does his courting in the 
shortest iime is going to ef- 
fect a saving over the man 
who drags it out over a pro- 
tracted period. No matter 
how hard he tries to fulfill 
the obligations of courtship 
it is hardly to be supposed 
that he ¢an spend as much 
as the man who courts for 
@ long time, even if the lat- 
ter be a “ piker.’’ Further, 
there are people who court

The more popular 
the place the higher the prices, and young people when 
courting are bound to seek out the most popular. In 
fact, it is the theatergoing and theater supper eating 
courters ‘that are responsible fer much of the popularity, 
and consequently the high prices of many of the down- 
town eating places. At least one-third of the receipts 
of most of these places are due to courting couples. 

The supper costs—well, it costs, usually, as much 
as the young man has in his clothes, minus the allow- 
ance for the cab home. If he, has $10 it will cost $10; 
if he only has $4, that will be the price. 

The latter sum, say restaurant keepers whose places 
are much frequented by spoony young couples, is the 
average. A cab home costs another $2. Thus the craze 
for theatergoing costs the young man:

Loud laughter, accompanied by jumping about and 
clapping of hands, and frequently carried to the point 
of a flooding of the eyes, these are conspicuous char- 
acteristics to be met with among the Australians and 
other savage tribes. The central Australians are a 
merry people, and sit up laughing and talking aj) the 
night leng. The crude folk of Tahiti “jest upon each 
other with greater freedom than the Europeans.” The 
Indians are “full ef frolic and fond of relating anec- 
dotes; they laugh at any trifiing joke or absurdity, and 
seem thoroughly to enjoy existence.” 


All Savages Are Practical jokers. 

The Tasmanians accompany their loud bursts of 
laughter. with movements of the hands to the head 
and quick tapping movements of the feet. The sav- 
ages also are said to tease one another much more 
freely and jokingly than Europeans. 

Practical jokes grow out of the teasing instinct. 
The savage intelligence is quite boyish in the fecund- 
ity of its inventions fn this domain. A young African, 
seeing an old woman carrying a pumpkin, shouted 
that there was something on her head. She forgot all 
about the pumpkin, shrieked at the thought of some 
hideous object on her head, and ran forward, allow- 
ing her tormentor laughingly to pick up the prize she 
had let fall. Closely connected with these modes of 
teasing is the practice of taking off bodily defects by 
mimicry and by nicknames. Much of the amusement 
derived by these simple folk from thefr nightly talks

_-In his unusual study of a “storm” all 
the detail is eliminated by tthe whirl cf 
mist and spray, where there are no defi- 
nite forms, but a great deal of “definite 
force and action. Mr. Schulz finished this 
picture in a genuine storm, perched on 
a rock, and was soaked to the skin, his fingers. half 
frozen. His canvas. ‘almost blew away. and he finally 
scampered through the rain, througt pools of water and 
over the rocks for a mile and a half to a kitchen fire. 
All sorts and conditions of waves show in his 
“Shoal Water,” the sliding wave, where the surf is 
caused more by the action of the tide than a heavy 
sea, twin breakers with. two vast breaks of. falling 
foam at either end, with an unbroken veil of water 
still rising in the cénter, binding the two breaks to- 
gether until it falls over, and a heavy sea, the billows 
breaking on a sunken ledge of rocks, buckling ahd 
turning over and over on themselves. Or they. hit 
the jutting rocks, cause bursts of foam to fly into the 
air, the wave moving swiftly, leaving the foam in the 
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air to be blown. down. some- 
times in a different direction 
by the action of the wind. A 
peacock blue color is the 
beautiful brine in one of Mr. 
Schulz’s pleasantest effects.

The exact way in which wind gets grip of water 
is not known. But we can understand that when once 
an unequal level is produced the wind has then a sur- 
face which stands up to it, on which it can play and 
which it. drives on in front of it.

Early Life in Missouri. 

How Twain happened to be born in Mis- 
souri long has been a mystery. He explains 
in his autobiography. The first children of 
the family were born in Jamestown, Tenn. 
Of himself Twain says: “I was postponed— 
postponed for Missouri. Missouri! was an un- 
known new state and needed attractions.” 

Tt was im Missourl, Hannibal, Mo., that 
much of the material that went to make up 
the immortal Tom Sawyer and Huckleberry 
Finn was gathered, through the actual ex- 
periences of the author as a boy. One of 
these experiences came when he was 14. He 
was to impersonate a bear at a party given 
by his sister and had retired to @ vacant 
house nearby to array himeelf in the dlose 
fitting, brown affair intended to represent a 
bear’s skin. It happened that two young 
women had repaired to the same house and 
room for the same purpose and at the en- 
trance of Twain, accompanied by a little 
slave boy named Sapdy, they hurriedly hid 
behind a screen, being only half dressed at 
the time.

Playing the Bear Bare. 

That was a rickety old screen, with many 
holes In it, but as I did not know there were 
girls behind it I was not disturbed by that 
detail, If I had known I could not have un- 
dressed in the flood of cruel moonlight that 
was pouring in at the curtainless windows; 
I should have died of shame. Untroubled by 
apprehensions I stripped to the skin and be- 
gan my practice. I was full of ambition; I 
wae determined to make a hit; I was burning 
to establish e reputation as a bear and get 
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‘at the emperor's court then, 


That night pinned to my pillow I found a 
slip of paper which bore ae line that did not 
lighten my heart, but only made my face 
burn. It was: written in a laboriously dis- 
guised hand, and these were its mocking 
terms: “ You probably couldn’t have played 
the bear, but you played bare very well—0O, 
very, very welll”

Joe Comes Back at Last. 

Forty-seven years later, in Calcutta, 
Clemens met one of the Hannibal girls of his 
boyhood, a Mary Wilson. She waS old and 
gray hatred, but her memory was unim- 
paired. Suddenly she said, in the midst of 
thelr reminiscences: 

“Teli me! What is the special peculiarity 
of smoked herrings?’ 

It seemed a strange question at such a 
hallowed time as this. And so inconse- 
quential, too. I was a little shocked. And 
yet I was aware of a stir of some kind away 
back in the deeps of my memory somewhere. 
It set me to musing—thinking—searching. 
Smoked herrings. Smoked herrings. The 
peculiarity of smo—— I glanced up. Her 
face was grave, but there was a dim and 
shadowy twinkle In her eye whith-—— All of 
a sudden I knew! and far away down in the 
hoary past I heard a remembered voice mur- 
mur, “ Dey eats ‘em guts and all!”

In Virgthia City, Nevada 

Some of the experiences which later were 
to help immortalize Twain in “ Roughing 
It were met with tn Virginia City, tn the 
territory of Nevada. Twain then was 29 years 
old and was serving as city editor on the 
Virginia City Enterprise. Dueling was one 
of the popular forms of diversion among the 
newspaper workers of that section, and the 
reporter or editor who had taken part in one 
of these encounters was the hero of the rest 
of the staff. One of the staff of the Enter- 
prise, Goodman by name, had fought a duel 
with the editor of a rival sheet, potting his 
man in the leg and .ringing great credit upon 
himself and his paper as a consequence. 
Twain was the next man tostirarival. But 
the rival was a low spirited fellow, or else 
poorly informed in the étiquette of such oc- 
casions, for he failed to respond properly 
with a challenge. As it was decided abso- 
lutely necessary that a duel be fought over 
the question it became incumbent upon 
Twain to send@the challenge. It took a dozen 
challenges to bring results, but in the end 
Laird, the challenged one, accepted.

Mark Twain’s Duel Adventure. 


The boys were jubilant beyond expres- 
gion. They helped me make my will, which 
was another discomfort—and I already had 
enough. Then they took me home. I didn’t 
sleep any—didn’t want tosileep. I had plen- 
ty of things to think about, and less than 
four hours to do it in—because 5 o’clock was 
the hour appointed for the tragedy, and I 
should have to use up one hour, beginning at 
4, in practicing with the revolver and finding 
out which end of it to level at the adversary. 
At 4 we went down Into a little gorge about a 
mile from town and borrowed a barn door 
for a mark—borrowed it of a man who was 
over in California on a visit—and we set the 
barn door up and stood a fence rail up against 
the middle of it to represent Mr. Laird. But 
the rail was no proper representative of 
him, for he was longer than a rail and 
thinner. Nothing would ever fetch him but 
a line shot, and then as like ag not he would 
split the bullet—the worst material for duel- 
ing purposes that could be imagined. I 
began on the rail. I couldn't hit the rail. 
Then I tried the bagn door, but I couldn't hit 
the barn door. There was nobody in danger 
except stragglers around on the flanks of 
that mark. I was thofoughly discouraged, 
and I didn't cheer up any when we presently 
heard pistol shote over in the next little 
ravine. I knew what that was—that was 
Laird’s gang out practicing him. They would 
hear my shots, and, of course, they would 
come up over the ridge to see what kind of 
a record I was making—see what their 
chances were against me. Well, I hadn't 
any record, and I knew that if Laird came

Hills His Dueling Ambitions. 

Well, my Hfe was saved—saved by that 
accident. I don’t know what the bird thought 
about that interposition of Providence, but 
I felt very, very comfortable over it—satis- 
fied and content. Now, we found out later 
that Laird had hit his mark four times out 
of six right along. If the duel had come off 
he would have so filled my skin with ballet 
boles that it wouldn't have held my princi- 
ples. 

This experience cured Twain of any dispo- 
sition for dueling. He says now that “ they 
are dangerous. Also, sinful. If aman should 
chaHenge me now I would go to that man 
and take him kindly and forgivingly by the 
hand and lead him to a quiet, retired spot, 
and kill him.” 

In 1867 Mark Twain came to New York 
and had his first experience as an author, 
He had achieved some reputation with the 
famous “ Jumping Frog” story and other 
sketches, and friends urged him to collect 
his work and have it published in book form. 
He interviewed @ publisher named Carleton 
On this subject.

pointment to offer him my book for publica- 
tion. He began to swell, and went on ewell- 
ing, and ewelling, and swelling until he had 
reached the dimensions of a god of about 
the second or third degree. Then the foun- 
tains of his great deep were broken up, and 
for two or three minutes 1 couldn’t see him 
for the rain. It was worda, only words, but 
they fell so densely that they darkened the 
atmosphere. Finally he made an imposing 
sweep with his right hand, which compre 
hended the whole room, and said: 

“ Books—look at those sheives! Everyone 
of them is loaded with books that are wait- 
ing for publication. Do I want any more? 
Excuse me, I don’t. Good-morning.”’ 

Twenty-one years elapsed before I saw 
Carleton again. I was then sojourning with 
my family at the Schweitzerhof, in Luzerne. 
He called on me, shook hands cordially, and 
said at once, without any preliminaries: 

“ am eubstantially an obscure person, 
but I have at least one distinction to my 
credit of such colossal dimensions that it 
entitles me to mortality—to-wit: I refused a 
book of yours, and for this I stand without 
competitor as the prize ass of the nineteenth 
century.” 

One of the most famous pieces that Mark 
Twain has ever perpetrated was the “ great- 
ly exaggerated * joke, which was produced 
nine years ago, in London, when it was re- 
ported that he was dying.

Clemens’ Most Famous Jo¥e. 

“TJ was not the one. It was another Clem- 
ens, a cousin of mine—Dr. J. Ross Clemens, 
now of St. Louls—who was due to die, but 
presently escaped, by some chicanery or 
other characteristic of the tribe of Clemens. 
The LondoA representatives of the American 
papers began to flock In, with American ca- 
bles In their hands, to inquire into my con- 
dition. There was nothing tae matter with 
me, and each in his turn wae astonished, and 
disappointed, to find me reading and smok- 
ing in my study and worth next to nothing 
as a text for transatlantic news. One of these 
men was a gentle and kindly and grave and 
sympathetic Irishmen, who hid his serrow 
the best he could, amd tried to look giad, and 
told me that his paper, the Evening Sun, had 
cabled him that it was reported in New 
York that I was dead. What should necable 
in reply? I said: 

** Say the report is greatly ex ted,’ 

“ He never smiled, but went solemnly away 
and sent the cable in those words, The re- 
mark hit the world pleasantly and to this 
day it keeps turning up, now and then, in 
the newspapers when people have occasion 
to discount exaggerations.” 

With the appearance of these chapters of 
bis autobiography more people than ever 
will hope that it will be many years before

Wild Toboggan Down a Mountain. 

Editor of the Worker's Magazine: I am a dyna- 
mite salesman in Colorado and sell to mines 
throughout that state. Many of these mines are in 
almost inaccessible places, regarded from a tour- 
ist’s standpoint, and one if particular, the * Old 
Huncred "’ group, is situated on a nearly perpen- 
dicular mountain side 2,000 feet high and consists 
of seven levels at various heights, reached by an 
aerial tramway in which the weight of the loaded 
buckets going dgwn carry up the empties. 

ithough contrary to orders against outsiders 
riding in these buckets, I had used that means to 
gain the topmost levél so that I might see the 
superintendent. Coming down, all went well until 
the final *‘ station ’’ was reached and the 700 feet 
atretch with over 500 feet of a descent was com- 
menced. At the edge of a high projecting cliff 
was the last tower supporting the cables before 
their long run down to the mill in the gulch below. 

The buckets on this relay travel 1,500 feet a min- 
ute in both directions, and what was my horror on 
epproaching this tower to see the cable jump its 
saddle and run emoking over the timber cross arm. 
When the steel support of my bucket, solidly at- 
tached to the running cable, struck this heavy 
beam it cut through it like a saw. Naturally the 
bucket was overturned, but after passing the tower 
it regained its original position, although the shock 
and swaying was frightful. 

Had the iron parted or had I not somehow 
wedged myself tightly Im, a fall through space to 
the rocks hundreds of feet below would have re- 
sulted. It was the nearest thing to being a cap- 
sized airship that I can imagine.

In South Carolina accidents causing injury 


to persons must be reported immediately to 
an accessible physician end notice given in 
writing to the railway commissioners within 
twenty-four hours. Until a few years ago 
the life of the average railroad man was 
one of almost slavery; a man would take 
his train out and “ double” back, with from 
two to five hours’ rest, and this was an every 
day occurrence.

The visitors had all sorts of things to sell.

Many Ways to Save Money. 

It will be remembered that I am not an old 
man; most. of my worker's experience has 
been obtained here. At the same time, when 
I came into the works asa clerk and had seen 
some of the workings of t-te establishment 
in detail, I discovered what I took to be an 
opportunity In suggesting for myself an 
active superintendence of the thousands of 
little details in every department of the 
works. The idea prompting me was that I 
could save time and monéy for the concern 
to an extent making me an important mem- 
ber of the organized staff. 

IT have saved more than the salary of the 
president in the last year in the little make- 
enifts amd reforms and expense cuttings 
which I have instituted in a score of depart- 
ments in the business. But these short cuts 
to savings already are instituted and in run- 
ning order! There are more of them posst- 
ble as the business develops, I Know, but 
time is necessary for this further develop- 
ment. That which has been accomplisned 
I have done atasalary of $600a year. There- 
fore, a $600 man can keep the reforms going— 
presumably at least. I have hed a talk with 
my department head, asking for a salary 
commensurate with what I bave done and 
can do.

‘uh answer. “ When you are just a little 
further along in the business we'll have «@ 
salesman’s job ee 

~ 
No Chance for Promotion. 

Rut I don’t want a salesman’s job. I have 
a family to which I am devoted and I am 
not going to leave it for a position of a trav- 
eling man. The thing I am asking ie for a 
salary recognition for what I have instituted 
and which is saving a salesman’s salary 
every year! 

But I can’t get ft! : 

Everywhere in the $72,500 “organization ” 
pay roll of the shopsa,I see the idolatrous 
worship of the saleeman.* 

“Sell! Sell!” is the chorus of everybody 
in the institution. 

But when the salesman has sold his goods— 
what then? This wae the great question 
which came to me when I had taken in the 
processes of the establishment enough to 
understand the institutional weaknesses of 
the whole system. And what did I find? 

I found in that particular field of details 
which I shouldered an almost unbelievable 
state of chaos From the boiler rooms, 


through the machine shops, into the stock- | 


rooms, and on up through the offices—every- 
where the condition obtained of waste of 


ing effort, and unbelievable waste of time 
and money in the shipping department itself! 
Taking the plant in the order that I have sug- 
gested:

° 
Saving $125 a Month in Fuel. 

I discovered that certain waste products of 
the plant were sold at a nominal sum, merely 
that it might be disposed of. It occurred 
to me that it could be made as valuable as 
coal for fuel if a device for feeding it into the 
bollers were evolved. I toek the matter up 
with an $80 a month mechanic and within six 
weeks we were saving $125 a month on the 
concern’s fuel bill. 

In the machine shops it had been customary 
to use a belt for driving a set of pulleys just 
as long as the belt would give a working 
speed. Ceal at the best consumed in the 
generating of steam power delivers scarcely 
more than 1 per cent of its efficiency to a 
piston rod. When a thousand belts in the 
machine shops are running at 20 to 60 per 
cent under their normal delivery it requires 
no engineer to discover the enormous waste 
brought about by this form of slovenliness.

Economy of Office Space. 

The result of this tour of inspection ought 
to be worth something to thousands of per- 
sons who may have the idea for the price of 
today’s Sunday paper. 

The growth of the general offices naturally 
had been slow. There were old fashioned, 
inconvenient desks of bulky, clumey pattern 


in use in the offices which, for the floor space 


they occupied, were costing the company 
$312 a year, when a better desk in every 
way could be accommodated at $150 a 
year. I found an elaborate system of 
new cabinets installed at a height of five 
feet. With the growth of business these cab- 
inets had lengthened along the walls, closing 
doorways, occupying corners, and projecting 
at right angles into the centra! office room. 

These cabinets were in sections, complete 
in themselves, about five feet long and thirty 
inches wide. Under the sixteen foot ceilings 
I piled three sets of cabinets, one upon an- 
other, and installed a light ladder moving on 
a rod at the top and on casters at the bottom 
~—opening the closed doorways, making desk 
room in the corners, and taking the project- 
ing cabinets from their encroaching place in 
the central portions of the room.

Carting Away the Dead Records. 
Out of fireproof vaults and out of parti- 


tioned storage places in this valuable office 


space I carted four wagonloads of “ dead ”’ 
records, patterns, drawings, ledgers, and the 
myriad of “‘ things” that accumulate around 
the offices of a great business, stcring (hem 
in another bullding near at hand where the 
rental was not one-fifth that paid in the 
office building. In storing these things every- 
thing was catalogued as to place. where 
hands might be laid upon it in a moment. 

The result? That ten y@ars from now a 
sane following of the method probably will 
leave room enough for these general offices. 

And my pay for this? Just $50 a month! 
And the saving on rentals? If the proposition 
were put to the agent of the building he would 
swear volubly in approximating it! 

At this same $600 a year I went into the 
shipping rooms where the shipping clerk at 
the head of the department received $1,500 a 
year. There I discovered that the graynees 
of his hair probably was brought about more 
in the auditing of letters of protest at ship- 
ping methods than at all else in his work.

_. Tangles in the Shipping Room. 

Goods that should have been shipped by 
express on hurry orders had been shipped by 
freight and the shipping department was 
paying on “collect” telegrams of inquiry 
and sending “paid” telegrams of explana- 
tion. Or goods that should have been sent 
by freight had been sent by express and 


. angry customers were writing threateningly 


of charging back the excess shipping bill 
upon the house. Or letters or telegrams of 
inquiry were coming in and men were scur- 
rying in all directions to discover why the 
goods that should have been shipped the week 
before were lying under piles of accumulating 
freight that never had been handled at all! 

Yet a $10,000 salesman had been gelling 
these goods for a $72,500 organization and a 
$600 a year man depended upon to make a 
second sale by one of these men come within 
the limits of a possibility! 

After more than two years of this expert 
work, saving thousands of dollarsevery year 
to the establishment, I am drawing this $600 
@ year, with the prospect that if I will stay 
a few years longer at the same salary I 
shall have a chance of removal from this 
VALUABLE SAVING work in a great pliant 
to that untried field of SALESMANSHIP 
where with a showing of PROFITS on 
goods SOLD I may hope for a fit income for 
my family! 

They tell me this ie business, however! 
Salesmanship! — salesmanship! —it’'s the 
whole thing! 

But the $10,000 salesman of the house neede 
to sell only TWO of one of the company’s 
special products each month in order to earn 
hig salary, with the “ organization’s”’ con- 
gratulations thrown in!

Goods Are Sold by Advertising. 

Not one man in ten buys goods entirely on 
their merits. He goes largely by the repu- 
tation of the seller. That is why advertising 
pays. Gell good merchandise. Keep on tell- 
ing the world that there’s nothing else like It, 
and in not a long time you'll get a higher 
price for your wares than your competitor 
who sells the same quality of mercfiandise, 
Tillotson said, “‘In all the affairs of this 
world so much reputation in redlity is so 
much power.”” Reduced to modern business 
language, the saying méans “‘ Get a name for 
being a crackerjack in your line and you can 
fix your own price.” 

It is in getting the Initial reputation that 
the greatest difficulty occurs. In large and 
small mercantile firms the bottom rungs of 
the ladder are most crowded. The inefficient,

Jobber Pays Graft to Buyer; 


Practice Unfair to Retailer.

HERE is one big mistake—I should call 
it a nuisan hich. is in vogue among 
jobbers and fe Emerthdnts. “It is thé’ 
giving’ away of shoes, hats,.gewelry, 
even sometimes of & guilt of clothing, 

to the buyer ’in’a retail store by the jobber, 
and the acceptance of the same by the buyer 
in a rétail store. 

This nuisance is so common among some 
wholesale firms that a concern which is op- 
posed to such grafting practically is forced 
to follow suit for fear of losing a customer. 
I call it grafting—it is nothing else—because 
the things are not given away out of love 
or friendship; they are given away to buy 
the good-will of the buyer. 

In a large concern with thousands of cus- 
tomers this gratis nuisance amounts to 
thousands of dollars yearly. This loss must 
be added to the expense account. This extra 
expense must. be added to the cost af the 
goods, consequently the retailer indirectly 
will’ have to pay for his own gratis stuff in 
the price of the goods. The only injustice 
in this lies in the fact that a merchant who 
refuses to accept such a bribe pays the same 
price forthe goods as the other merchant. 

And there are many merchants in the coun- 
try who positively refuse to accept anything 


* gratis; yes, I have customers who would feel 


insulted atthe offer and who strictly forbid 
their salesmen or buyers to accept the least 


gift. 
I would. suggest that’all wholesalers and 
manufacturers join in a. movement to abol- 
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ish this grafting nuisance. I don't believe

The retail merchant must see the injus- 
tice of this grafting, if he considers what it 
would mean to his business if every one of his 
customers once a year would demand a gift 
of him. 


One pair of shoes or one hat at $24 per 
dozen to every customer of a jobbing house 
with 4,000 customers amounts to $8,000 a 
year, or in a bill of $100 it means an extra dis- 
count of 2 per cent. 


I appeal to every respectable retail mer- 
chant to encourage a movement favoring the 
abolishment of this grafting nuisance.

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ORKING girls, away from home and with 
no outside help, carinot live honerably in 
Chicago on less than $8 a week without 
sacrificing their comfort. For $6 a week 
they may barely exist, and then only by 
the shrewdest management and at a dan- 
gérous risk to theif héalth; and no girl, in 
the opinion of those-+who have studied the 
question extensively, can possibly take the ends meet 
6h the $5 a week for which hundreds of them are em- 

ployed. -To work for less than the largest of these 
amounts means that a girl must do without most of the 
things that are dear to the feminine heart. It means 
that she must eat the plainest of food, and that she 
must be in constant totich with the bargain counters. 

It means that she must be hér own seamstress, and 
that she must do all or part of her own washing. if 
she is pretty and attractive it means, above all, that 

she must have a will like the Iron Chancellor’s to resist 
the temptations that will confront her almost every 

day of her life.

Keep Up Appearances at Cosi of Comfort. 


The living cunditions of girla who work for meager 
Wages are little understood, and to arrive at any definite 
conclusions concerning them is extrémely difficult. The 
home life of some of these girls is a secret shared only 
by their roommates, and, as most of them afe more 
interestéd in “appearances” than Statistics, it is hard 
to learn of the extremities to which they are pushed 
by théir lack of sustaining salaries. Even a superficial 
investigation, however, will reveal that many girls 
curtail theif food supply in order to wear good clothes, 
and; from confessions secured from some of their num- 
ber, it has been learned that girls who work generally 
regard a few articies of jewelry as a greater asset than 
warm tunderclothes. 

Students of social conditions are agreed that no girl 
@way, from home can maintain herself comfortaDly on 
less than $8 a week, and many who have given the ques- 
tion careful thought say that a young woman who 
Works should have twice that amount if she is to retain 
her health and self-respect. Jane Addams of Hull house 
does not believe any girl should work for less than $8 


unless she lives at home or has some outside help.. 


Miss M. B. Cleveland, secretary of the Business Wom- 
ati’s exchange, thinks 4 working girl ought to have at 
least $8 a week, although she does hot believe the ques- 
tion of wages has ahy bearing on the moral standard 
of girls.

Anna B. Nichols Says $8 Is Danger Line. 
Anna B. Nichols of the Neighborhood house thinks 
$8 is dangerously low, and Mrs. & L. Davidson, see- 
retary of the Young Woman's Christian association, is 
convinced that girls working for less than that amount 
are beset with dangers that should be removed. From 


statements made by these women and a number of 
others, including several girls who are regularly em- 
ployed at the different wage amounts, the following 
estimate of a working girl's annual expenses has been 
prepared. The list includes all of the things that are 
régarded as absolutely essential to a girl's comfort and 
health. 

The figures are based on necessary yearly expenses, 
and apply only to girls who live away from home, 

A study of the table shows that no girl who is paid 
leds than $8 per week can live without sacrificing her 
comfort. 

At $6 per Week a girl can live only at the ‘cost of her 
health. 

At $5 per week no girl can live without outside help.

Washing Her Clothes in Her Room. 


This list will be seen to Include a daily and Sunday 
newspaper and a pair of “elbow” gloves as among the 
$8 girl's requisites to a decent living. It also drops the 
laundry item from the $5 girls expense list, whereas 
the newspaper fund is reduced as one of her necessities. 
The disappearance of the laundry account in the third 
column may be explained by the fact that a girl work- 
ing for $5 a week usually washes her clothes in the 
basin supplied by her landlady. A $5 girl also gives up 
her hair “rat,” which, you may be sure, is a big con- 
cession on her part. 

A newspaper costs but a few pennies each week, 
and for that outlay a working girl secures her want 
ads and in the Sunday edition her fashions and love 
stories. The want ad page represents the future to all 
working girls. Therein may be the employer who is 
looking for the girl they so often have seen in their 
mirror, beckoning her on to the haven of easy work 
and better pay. If they are. working in one store 
the want ad page may contain a notice from another 
store with a reputation for higher wages and better 
treatment, asking for girls skilled in their particular 
line. There's no end of opportunities on the want ad 
page, and no working girl. would think of missing her 
datly paper for fear of overlooking one of them.

A girl who works for $8 a™Wweek has little time and 
less opportunity for lovemaking, Unless she is pretty 
her meager salary will not allow her to make up in 
clothes what she lacks in features, and, as all girls, 
whether they are heiresses or the plainest little shop 
girls, have a certain amount of sentiment in their 
makeup, there must be some tangible object.to whicn 
it may be attached. In the absence of a flesh and blood 
sweetheart,, the heroes of the newspapérs Hecome their 
adored ones.

Elbow Gloves Are Necessities, Not V anities. 


“Elbow " gloves, perhaps, will be looked wpon by 
some as a vanity and not a necessary part of the 
working girl's wardrobe. But such objections will be 
made by those who do not understand girls. Seldom has 
an article of wearing apparel won such tremendous 
popularity among women as has the long glove. Most 
of the time after this craze started the stores were not 
able to meet the demand, and now, after a reign of two 
years, the long glove is das popwiar as ever, and the 
manufacturers are working overtime to keep up the 
supply. ‘There is something about the long glove that 
appeals strongly to women. It carries a siibtle sugges- 
tion of the Eligabethan days, when ruffles and loose 
topped boots were a part of the dress of the gallant 
cavaliers, and for that reason it affects girls much 
as small boys are affected by the fringed trousers of 
the cowboy. Besides its touch of the romantic, the long 
glove saves siceves, and that, in the estimation of some 
$6 a week girls, is an important consideration. 

Working giris are close students of the advertise- 
ments and the bargain counters, and a large majority 
of them utilise their lunch hour in the hunt for cheap 
clothing. Whenever waists are sold for 29 cents the 
counter is suré to be surrounded by a number of shop 
girls, and never is there a stocking sale, or a corset 
sale, or a petticoat sale, or any other kind of a sale th 
women’s wearing apparel without its quota of working 
girl patrons who are determined to stretch their slender 
income to its utmost in the purchase of needed articles.

Living on 50 Cents a Day at Restaurants. 

In the matter of food the girls who are working 
away ffom home are apt to do without a proper amount 
in order to have more and better things to wear. Far 
$3.50 per week a girl can get fairly good board at a 
restaurant. This allows her but 50 cents each day, how- 
ever, and that means a light breakfast and lunch and 
a fairly good meal in the evening. 

In order to learn what working giris eat, a repre- 
sentative of THe TrRistne sought and was given em- 
ployment as a waiter in a north side restaurant where 
large numbers of such girls get their meals. During 4 
period of observation covering three days 4 was learned 
out of twélve girls, all of whom were known as being 
employed for less than $8 a week, ten almost Invariably 


made their breakfast of a cup of coffee and three slices 
of toast, costing 10 cents. The other two ate a bowl of 
oatmeal and drank a ctfp of coffee on each of the three 
mornings they were watched. For this they paid 15 
cents. All of the girls got their tunch downtown, and 
the proprietor of the restaurant said she had it straight 
from them that lunches could be secured at the various 
eating clubs for less than 15 cents. In the evening 
seven out of the twelve girls called for the regular 25 
cent meal, and the other five asked for separate dishes 
costing in the aggregate less than the regular meal. 
* % 
Tribune Reporter Works as a Waiter. 

In order to determifie whether any of the girls were 
eating less than they wanted, Tue TRIBUNE “ waiter” 
selected one of the twelve, who looked both healthy and 
hungry, for an experiment. On the third evening, when 
she ordered the regular 25 cent meal, her soup bowl was 
filled almost to the brim. Of potatoes and vegetables 
she was given an extra quantity, and of meat her por- 
tion wWas almost double the usual amount. Her dish 
of apple sauce was filled to the top, and of everything 
she was héiped to dot#le the usual quantities. The 
meal she was given that night would satisfy a hungry 
day laborer, and yet when the dishes were carried back 
to the kitchen nothing remained on them that could have 
been eaten. 

The proprietor of the restaurant was asked after 
the patrons had all left the place that evening if work- 
ing girls, in her opition, ate all they wanted when 
they came into her place. She replied that invariably 
they did not, and as evidence of the truth of her state- 
ment she pointed to the fact that nothing ever was 
left on the dishes used by the girls. On several occa- 
sions, she said, her working girl patrons had complained 


that the waiters did not put enough in the various 
dishes.

Puzzle: How to Live Without Eating. 
When a girl goes below an allowance of $3.50 a 


week for food and boards at a restaurant she endan- 
gers her health, Hundteds of them go below that 
amount, fhough, and it puzzles those who have studied 
the question closely to know how they live on the small 
amount of food they allow themselves. Miss Georgia 
Teeters, who was for fifteen years the manager of a 
downtown restaurant where working girls get their 
lunches, and who now Is president of the Waitresses’ 
unidn, said that often when she worked in the restaurant 
girls would come to her hungry and without money. 
Although she became hardened to such things after she 
had managed the place a nufmber of years, Miss Teeters 
said she often concealed a sandwich, or even a cup 
of coffee. in her dress, and carried it to a girl whom 
she had directed to the restaurant cloakroom. iss 
Teeters points with pride to the fact that she finally 
was caught doing this and discharged by’ the owner of

the restaurant. Before her discharge, the president of 
the waitresses’ local said, she often was congratulated 
by the owner of the restaurant for her ability to get 
rid of stale and unfit food, and once, she said, her salary 
was raised on account of her talent along that line. 
Because of the always present surplus of iworking 
girls, those who have places can do little to better their 
wages or living conditions. They are not permitted to 
organize, and whenever they object to the conditions of 
their employment or the amount of their wages they 
are told that there is no law compelling them to work.

Two Girls for Every job. 


In all of the places where large numbers of giris 
are employed there generally is a long line of appli- 
cants waiting at the superintendent's office @ach miorr- 
ing, and it is said by students of social conditions that 
every girl tn Chicago could quit her work, and yet 
leave enough to fill the gap twice over, and with a delay 
that would amount to no more than a siight incon- 
venience to employers. 

One of the greatest evils confronting thé average 
working girl not living at home or with friefids is that 
of the cheap rooming house. In these places they find 
rooms for $1 a week and up where roomefrs of both 
sexes are taken in indiscriminately, and in this way 
acquaintances are formed that would not be permitted 
under proper chaperonage. In recent years a movement 
has been started which may, in time, do away with 
the rooming house evil as it affects qworking girls avho 
are alone in the city. This is the organigation of co- 
operative clubs, where the girls can live as cheaply and 
with considerably more comfort than they find at the 
boarding house. As an example of these may be cited 
the Young Womans Christian association home on 
Michigan avenue; the Hotels Eleanor, 3214 and 5628 
Wabash avenue; Harria hall, Fiftieth street and In- 
diana avenue, Bougtl.ton hall, Fifty-fifth and Ada streets, 
and the Home for Self-Supporting Women, 275 Indiana 
street. In each of these places are accommodations for 
approximately 100 girls, and since they have met such a 
pronounced success the club idea has grown in popular- 
ity among working girle who have no home or rélatives 
in the city. 

Several business and seciety womens’ clubs in Chi- 
eago lately have been investigating the living con- 
ditions of working girls and it is probable that substan- 
tial benefit may be derived from their study of the 
situation. Numerous remedies Have been proposed but 
for some reason or other have been found unfeasibiec. 
With the settlement organizations in various parts of the 
city these public spirited women are seeking for a way 
to better the lives of the girle who toil for small sal- 
aries and itis the belief of the leaders among them that 
when it generally ts known how such girls live the 
movement to aid them will assume proportions of suf- 
ficient magnitude to compel reform.

- rels consumed in the year. 

-. The ordinary barrel of beer yields 400 glasses, so 
that over a billion and & half (1,600,000,000) glasses of 
’- beer yearly ate drunk in Chicago. 

These figurés seém 86 incredible that it is neces- 
sary to explain they are checked by the brewers 
themselves. Government statistics for many years 
past attest that in Chicago the annual consumption 
of beer per capita is two barrels. : 


Who drinks it? 
Ther 2’s the mystery. Bueiness men, it is said, have 


stopped drinking almost entirely. Railroad and. ex- 
press companies have prohibited their employés en- 
tering a saloon. The great corporations of Chitago 
(sternly frown on their workers touching the glass 
hat cheers. Few drunken people are seen on Chi- 
ll streets, yet, withal, it is doubtful whether there 
fs any other city In the country which consumes so 
"much liquor as Chicago. Thies is the belief of the 
wholesale liquor dealers themselves.

Four Million Barrels of Beer Y early. 
: Statistics say that only one person out of four is 
a consumer of aléoholic beverages.’ But this argument 
- would not hold true in Chicago. There is a floating 
population here sich as probably is contained in no 
- other city in the world. Almost every nationality on 
_ earth is represented in Chicago. In the winter a 
_ mighty army of sailors, steamboat men of ail kinds, 


‘farm hands from surrounding states pours into the 
‘Garden City to live at the minimum cost during the 
winter. Much of their time is spent in the “ barrel 
houses,” and they live oheaply, indeed—mainly of 
— beer and free lunch. 
* Probably 700,000 of Chicago's inhabitants use alco- 
- holic refreshments. 

The cost to the city for the 4,000,000 barrels of 
beer is not less than $60,000,000 annually, averaging 
the selling price at $12.60 per barrel, of a little under 
40 cents per g&éllion, An enormous quantity of beer is 
sold‘ at 5 cents the eight or ten once glass, netting 
' the saloonkeepef from $20 to $22.50 per barrel; also 
_@ vast amount is 8614 in bottles and fetches a good 

price. A great quantity, however, is fretailed at 6 
- cents for twenty of more ounces. Much can beer is 
sold. The cheaper ; of beer nets the retailer 
_ down to $8 or $9 per barrel. In the barrel houses it 
- hRets the saloonKeeper even a little less than §8. 
Twelve dollars and a half per barrel for all the. beer 
sold, however, is a conservative estimate.

Loop District Wettest in Country. 
' The loop is the * wettest” spot in Chicago. It is 
doubtful whether thére is atiother district of.the same 
" Size in the coutitry 86 well supplied with thirst 
- quenching facilities. 

- Reckoning from Van Buren street on the south to 
the river on the forth, and the lake on the east to 
the river on the west, there are 420 licensed places to 
sell beer, whisky, wWine,. ete. 
3 The saloons in the 166f average not leas than $125 
@ach per day, of altogether over $52,000 every twenty- 
four hours. In @ year this totals $19,162,500. 
i The loop saloons sell ovef 1,000 barrels of beer 
’ daily, yielding about 360,000 glasses of beer. Over 
2,400 gallons of whisky daily are sold, besides ‘gin, 
wine, brandy, etc. 


Fully half the daily trade in liquors in the loop is _ 


=, @ohe between the hours of 12 m. and 2 p. m., and be- 
A tween 4:30 and 6:30 p. m. In these four’ hours mighty 
j of thirst devoured Chicagoans pour into the sa- 
‘loons of the loop and vonsume over 180,000 glasses of 
'- béer and not less than 72,600 drinks of whisky. This 
is at the rate of 45,000 glasses of beer and 18,000 
drinks of whisky pef hour, or 750 glassés of beer and 
300 glasses of whisky per minute, 
: The 420 places mentioned include é¢lubs, hotels, and 
' restaurants. There are pla¢és where liquor is sold 
~~. Sixteen stories above the ground—modest, quiet, neat 
- looking retreats which you never Would suspect paid 
the city a license of $1,000 per year.

Dealers Spend Thousands in Free Luttch. 
% There are at least 15,000 men, or under 40 to Gach 
» saloon, who seldom go into a restaurant in the loop. 
- They “hit” the generous free lunch. 
. Some of the free lunches given cost the saloon- 


keeper fot less than $40 per day. Other free lunch 
counters range down to $5 and, $10 per day. It hard- 
ly is possible to make any Kind of a “spread” in the 
cheapest kind of a galoon for less than $3 a day. It is 
safé to say that in the loop—the best placé ih all prob- 
ability in the country t6 get a @enerous free lunch— 
not less than §3,000 in lunches is given away each 
day by the saloonKkeepers. This amounts to about 
$1,000,000 per year, and does fot include the cost of 
the help for the free lunch counter or waiting at 
tables. e 

Men talk about Chicago's frée lunch céunter on the 
European steamships. Many of the saloons in the 166p 
have acquired a reputation through sevéral wéstern 
states for the free lufch they give out. Around 12 
o'clock many of them are crowded. Human béings 
afte wedged together like sardines in a bok a6und 
the frée lunch counter. Waiters are assigned especial- 
ly to serve the néeds of patrons, and seme of these 
waiters all day do nothing e¢ise but sérve out plates of 
soup, hash, bread, beans, ham, sausages; etc. 

Does the saloonkeeper make a profit on thé glass of 
beer and ffee lunoh it is possible to get fér 6 cents? 
In many Casea he does not, atid if the “luncher” be 
hungry, atid éat a doiible portion, he makes a loss. ff 
& man be fioted habitually to make a meal on the 
humble price of half a dime daily, he is drawn to one 
sidé and told in firm tones to take his patronage else- 
where. 


* #* 
Thousands Eat Only Free Food. 


But the saloonkeeper is up against the same prob- 
lem as the meni who fun the-sample food: counters in 
the big stores. He cannot well gutiafd against the 
thrifty individual who keeps a list ii his head of the 
best free lunch counters in thé @ity and spreads his 
trade. There are thousands of mén working in the 
loop who never spend more than a@ nickel for lufich, 
and many of them draw fair salaries. They “beat” the 
saloonkéeper, who expects a man to spend at the least 
@ dime to 15 cents when he partakes of a fair amount 
of lunch. If a salodfkeeper spends $20 in free lunch, 
hé reckons thaf not jess thafi §60 in extra trade must 
bé setufed to cover the cost of his freé lunch. 

Rents in the léop are high, running from $5,000 to 
$25,000 per yeaf for a restaurant with bar attached. 
The daily expense of runnifig a saloon in the lodp is 
@stimated to be not less than $50 per day. 

The Biggest hotels in the loop, some of them With 
not less than three bars, take in ffom $350 to $1,000 
per day for liquid refreshment. The sale of cham- 
pagne, liquors, and cordials of all kinds for dinner, 
wine parties, etc., is figured in} but from $260 to $500 
or $600 per day would be a fair average for the big- 
gest hotels. The receipts range down to $76 and $100 
per day for the smaller saloons. 


The amount of beer consumed in certain saloons 
in the loop, especially in the summer time, is almost 
incredible. One. saloonkéeper on Van Buren streét, 
catering to the needs of the building trade and union 
mén, on one day set aside for a brilliant celebration, 
disposed of no less than thirty-six barrels of beer. 
This saloonkeeper sells all the year round from ten to 
fifteen barrels per day. Another saloonkeeper, who has 
a restaurant attached, pays his brewer nearly $1,000 
per week for beer alone. He has an enormous trade in 
bottled beer, and serves numbers of people at tables.

South Side Consumes Most Liquor. 


From the loop radiate the gréat main streets of the 
west, south, and north sides. Béyond all dispute the 
south sidé is the best paying séction for saloonkeep- 
ers, Between Van Btiren stréet ahd Twenty-second 
street, bounded by the river and thé lake on the east 
and west, there are nearly 400 saloons. Many of these 
saloons do as Much business as many good payers in 
the loop, excepting the hotels, but on the average they 
do not take in nearly as mith money. There are a 
large number of barrel hdéuses among them, princi- 
pally on State and Clark streets. 

There afe reckoned to be not iées than 200 “ bar- 
rel houses” in the eity, excluding those in South Chi- 
cago. There are about fifty on the séuth side, few on 
the north, with the great bulk on the west side. 

Years ago the “ barrel house” Was a place where a 
man entered with a méasure and took his own liquor 
from the barrel, paying for it afterwards. On Clark 
and West Madison streets there still are some barrels 
piled up near the doof entranees in many cheap sa- 
loons, but it is doubtful whether there is ah old style 
barrel house in the city hmite. 

Half of West Madison street's saloons are what 
generally are known @s “barrél houses.” In somé of 
these places the air is 60 close and foul with the vilest 
tobacco smoke and want of ventilation that the or- 
dinary citizen hardly can breathe. Most of them are 
dimly lighted. In the dim background of these cheap 
saloons sprawl the vast number of Chieago's citizens 
who are “down and out” in marked degree, and those 
who shudder at the mention of toil. 


*& 
Free Lunch Generous in Quanility. 


On South Clark street it is possible to buy a glass 
of questionable brandy, wine, whisky, or rum for 56 
cents, 

Food is given out with the utmost generosity in 
most of the barrel houses. Huge piles of bread are 
put on each table, and no HNmit is attached as to how 
much is taken. Soup and hash @re given out in vast 
quantities daily. Every time a man buys a glass of 
beer so big that a child could ‘hardly lift it with one 
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hand, the buyer ts asked: “Have something to eat?” 

In some of these “barrel houses” there are no 
seats, and as many as 500 men can be seen in them at 
one time. 

Some hobos have acquired the knack of going to 
sleep leaning against the wall. Occasionally, half a 
dozen men will be seen sound asleep in a standing 
position. Every half hour or so, the knees of one of 
the sleepers will give way under him. He falls, The 


noise wakens up all the other sleepers, and they forth-. 


with restore the “fallen brother” to his feet. jThen 
they all go to sleep again. 

In the Thirty-eighth precinct, just north of the 
river, there are about 850 saloons, and in the Thirty- 
eighth, Thirty-ninth, and Fortieth combined approx- 
imately 1,000. This district is bounded by the river on 
the south, Fullerton avenue on the north, the river on 
the west, and the lake on the east. — 

Few saloonkeepers on the north side claim to take 
in $100 per day. On North Clark street from $45 to $85 
per day is said to be a fair average. Many saloons do 
not take in more than $25 per day.

Dealers Pay Seven Millions for Licenses. 

In the Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth pre- 
cinets, bounded by Harrison street on the south, Hoyne 
avenue on the west,* Kinzie street on the north, and 
the river on the east, there are 650 saloons. Taking 
the city hall as a center and including the loop, two 
miles north, south, and west there are about 2,600 sa- 
loons. It is safe to say that these 2,600 saloons do 
more than half the business done in the 7,237 saloons in 
the city. : : 

There are 7,237 saloons and licensed places to sell 
liquors in the city limits. Only 116 have dropped out 
since the license Was raised. The amount paid to the 
city is $7,237,000 yearly. Assumifig that there are’7v0,- 
000 drinkers in Chicago, is means that the saloon- 
keeper pays over $10 per head per year for the privi- 
lege of selling each consumer alcoholic beverages. 

Pvety séven weeks the saloonKeepers pay the city 
approximately one million dollars for licenses. 

A careful computation of saloonkeepers’, ' hotels’, 
and restaurants’ receipts for the sale of drinks .all 
over the city stiows that each licensed place receives on 
the average $47.50 per day. Included in this, however, 
is the sale of cigars by the saloonkeeper, who generally 
keeps no separate account for tobaccos. This means 
a yearly expenditure for Chicago of over $123,000,000. 
Excluding the sale of cigars and temperance drinks, 


over one hundred million dollars a year, or about $2,-. 


000,000 per week, is spent in Ohicago for alcoholic 


beverages. 
Six years ago the amount of money spent in Chicago 


for alcoholic @rinks was estimated to be not less than

$125,000.00. This undoubtedly ‘was 4n exaggeration; 
but it will be true inside a few years. — 
The floating population of New York is estimated 


to spend $2,000,000 every day. How much does Chica-. 


go’s floating pop spend in drinks? ‘There are 
not less thafi 60,000 people, or 2% per cent of Chica- 
go’s population, continually here for a short stay. How 
much does this class spend in alcoholic beverages? 
The patron of the big loop hotels spends from $5 to 
$10 per day for expenses. Generally a fair proportion 
of this money goes for wines, spirits, and beers at 


meals and between aise .: 


Drink Offers Much to City's Dregs. 

Hundreds of saloonkeepers grumble at the cost of 
the free lunch. They are not wise to do so. Thousands 
of men with big families and little income, teamsters 
ami laborers, etc., would have little or no use for & 
saloon without the facilities for getting a lunch at next 
to nothing. 

In the stockyards district one saloonkeeper gives 
away over $35° worth of free lunch every day. 

All over the city; reckoning that saloonkeepers aver- 
age $4 per day in free lunch, the amount of food given 
away amounts to over $10,000,000 evory year. , This 
is no inconsiderable item. | | 

In the saloon where free lunch is derved the man 
who is out of wdérk éan get food, warmth, and drink 
for.a few cents. He dan get what is to him a delicious 
languor and forget his troubles. He can rail against 
his hardships and find sympathetic Hsteners: Perhaps 
he would be better employed looking for employment, 
but it must be remembered that thousands and thou- 
sands of men in the stockyards district and in various 
factories work largely on half time, and the saloon 
is the only place where they can pass their spare time. 

More mixed drinks, according to Chicago saloon- 
kepers, are being solf every day. Straight whisky is 
not being drunk nearly as much as even in 1905. The 
reason given is that the mixed drink is found to be 
more palatable than straight whisky, and a man gets 
more for his money. Fifty per cent of business and 
professional men are estimated to drink nothing but 
highbalis and mixed drinks. One liquor dealer put 
the estimate at 80 per cent; but this is too high.

All Liquor Sales on Increase. 


The sale of wine per capita has increased lUttle in 
the last thirty years. In 1876 the consumption of wine 
per capita was .45 gallon. Today only a little over 
half a gallon per head is drunk. 

The consumption of distilled spirits has increased 
from 1 1-3 gallons in the last thirty years to 1% gal- 
lons in 1906. 

From 1876 to 1896 there has been an increase in the 
drinking of malt liquors of 300 per cent. 

Hard times show a marked diminution in the con- 
sumption of distilled spirits. In 1896 only 1.01 gallons 
of distilled spirits was drunk per capita for the year. 

Saloonkeepers who succeed do not drink with every 
one who asks them. Hundreds of the most successful 
men in the business do not drink at all. 

The figures of $47.50 per saloon may be thought to 
be high, but it must be remembered that the saloon 
day is a long One, generally ‘nineteen hours. Further, it 
has been figured by the brewers that there is one bar- 
tender to each saloon in the city. An average of $50 
per day is a good one for a first class barkeeper; but 
then there is also the proprietor to help out. There 
are many little saloons where che saloon is run by 4 
family. The woman gets up and has the place opened 
at 6 o'clock and gets breakfast for the husband, who 
comes down about 9 o’cleck and keeps working steadily 
till midnight. Many of these places do not take in more 
than $15 a day, but they are few and far between com- 
pared with the saloons which take in from $35 to $85 
per day.

Chicagoans Live Faster Each Y ear. 

Keepers of restaurants and hotels say that Chicago's 
citigens are learning to live more than was formerly 
the case. A’ man does not rush through his dinner 
hurriedly, but eats leisurely and takes a drink or two 
with it. Going out at night to cafés and saloons where 
music is heard is also on the increase. 

Loop saloonkeepers assert that business men do not 
drink nearly so much in business thours as formerly, 
and the same holds good with their employés. After- 
wards, however, the business man is said to drink as 
much or more than ten yéars ago. 

“here are probably as many good and bad people 
among saloonkeepers as any other class of the com- 
munity. The saloonkeeper asserts that the man who 
drinks heavily and does himself harm is no good either 
to himself or the saloonkeeper. It is the steady trade 
of the men who drink two or three glasses of beer or 
whisky which is valued.

Leaving New Orleans, he returned to his home, which 
was at Robinson, Ill, not far from Springfield, the home 
of his long legged cousin. “Abe” had grown up near 
what is now called Lincoln City, Ind., fifty miles from 
Fort Branch, and had removed to Springfield, Il., after 
his mother, Nancy Hanks Lincoln, had died. Blijah 
never had seen his cousin in Indiana, but when he 
reached Robinson, Il., his mother insisted that he should 
go to Springfield and pay “Abe” a visit. This was in 
the days of the gold craze in California, and, being wfi- 
able to resist the temptation, he joined the emigrants 
and went along on the Argonautic expedition, starting 
out on horseback. In the Rocky mountains he ame hear 
freezing to death. He says, “ The hardships were terri- 
ble. When I got in Denver I heard that several of the 
southern states had seceded. I also heard of my cousin's 
election to the presidency. I immédiately started hoeme- 
ward, anxious to get into the fight.” 

Arriving at Princeton, Ind., he joinéd company B of 
the Fifty-eighth Indiana regiment. He might have had 
a commission as an officer if he had applied to President 
Lincoln, but, as he puts it, “I never traded on my kin- 
ship to ‘Abe. I just wondered how he got there #6 
quick.” Elijah carried a musket from 1868 to 1866, and 
was with Gen. Sherman in his march through Georgia. 
He says concerning that march, “Many people think 
that we had a good time of it, but we had to rough sonte 
mighty bad weather, and we had some trying expe- 
riences. I know at one time when we had to wade 
through water up to our necks. Many of us got sick. 


At different times we were unable to forage enough grub , 


and had to go hungry. When we were laying siege to 
Atlanta we had to go on cooked rice without any éea- 
soning.

Bears Close Resemblance to Martyred President. 


Elijah’s wife died many years ago. He was blessed 
with four children during his married life, three girls 
and one boy. Thé house where he lives -with his 
daughter is a modest one story structure, with a broad 
porch, and often strangers passing by have commeénted 
on his striking resemblance to Abraham Lincoln. with- 
out suspecting that he is a relative of the great pres- 
ident. 

Recently he returned from Mount Carmel, Il., ‘where’ 
he attended a soldiers’ reunion. A Fort Branch*man ac- 
companied him. His friend, before introducing him, re- 
marked, “Do you Know thie man?” In a free and 


easy manner of intercourse which characterizes those 
who wear the G. A. R. button, the Lllinoisan replied, 
“No, I don’t know him, but he’s the ugliest man I ever 
saw, and he makes me think of old ‘Abe’ Lincoln.”

So Conservative They Don’t Meet. 

Guy Bush, chairman of the railroad com- 
mittee, was chairman of the same commit- 
tee two years ago. The present committee 
under his guidance has not departed from 
the conservative course it pursued before, It 
generally is so extremely conservative that 
it refuses even to meet. It is not likely to 
take any more kindly to the governor's prop- 
osition to give the railroad and warehouse 
commission authority to control the capital- 
fgation of railroads than It takes to the anti- 
pass proposition. 

Of the entire railroad program the only 
bills which seem to meet with any favor 
at all are the demurrage biljs, of which there 
are a number. Whatthe shippers want is a 
law which will place on railroad companies 
a penity for delay and neglect tn furnishing 
cars when notified. At present the railroads 
punish a consignee who delays in unloading 
a car, but a shipper is allowed to whistle for 
his cars if the road does not find it convenient 
to furnish them. 

The measures before the committee for 
consideration impose penalties alike on a 
railroad company which neglects to furnish 
the cars and on a shipper who délays their 
movements. 

Representatives of the ippers’ associa- 
tion will be in Springfield on Wednesday. 
Chairman Bush has recognized the demand 
to such an extent as to announce that his 
committee will meet then to consider the 
bills and give the shippers a public hearing. 


New Joliet Prison in Danger. 


The only thing standing between the propo- 
sition to build a new penitentiary at Joliet 
and the accomplishment of it is the magni- 
tude of appropriations which seem abso- 
lutely necessary for other purposes. The 
condition of affairs at the Joliet prison is 
embarrassing to the administration and the 
legislature. 

Dr. Frank Billings, chairman of the state 
board of charities, says that to sentence a 
man to a long term in Joliet is to sentence 
him almost certainly to tuberculosis. To 
remedy conditions it is necessary to build 
a new celihouse. At best, when all. 
and rebuilding possible have been secured, 
the penitentiary will remain partly unfit be- 
cause of its location near the steel works. 

To rebuild the cellhouse will require an 
appropriation which would be a substantial 
part of the cost of the entire prison if it 
were possible to rebuild it entirely. Itseems 
like poor economy to sink this sum fn a builld- 
ing which cannot be regarded as permanent. 
The state officials believe that it will be only 
a matter of time until the penitentiary wil) 
have to be moved from its present location 
to another site in or near Joliet. 

If it were not for the heavy demands on 
the state treasury by the necessities in other 
state institutions, chiefly the charitable in- 
stitutions and the University of Tilinois, it 
is likely that the problem would be solved 
immediately with the decision to rebuild. 


WIDOW LOSES BIG ESTATE. 


Pittsburg Judge Decides Suit Over the 
Holdings of the Late W. C. Jutte 
Against Plaintiff. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 9.—[{Special.}]—Judge 
John D. Shafer, in the Common Pleas court, 
today deoided im favor of the defendants 
the suit of the Colonial Trust company, ad- 
ministrator of the estate of the late W. c. 
Jutte, against F. N. Hoffstotd ana J. w. 
Friend, which involved 2,400 acres of coal 
land, valued at $1,600,000. The ruling prac- 
tically stripe Mrs. Jutte of every dollar of 
her husband’s estate. Jutte cOmmitted sul- 
cide in Atlantio City. 

The trust company sought to enjoim the 
defendants from selling collateral given by 
Jutte for a purported debt. It was contended 
that Jutte was ingane, and that the contracts 
were oppressive. 

Judge Shafer held that Jutte was not in- 
sane at the time of the deals. The case will

In each of these, as in most of the fanciful waists, the 
sleeves are puffs to the eJbow, finished with lace frills.

and entrances to be found In male chorus 
music. The meh sang it with such certain- 
ty and finish and ease that it seemed the 
natural utterance of the poetic text. But 
to the knowing musician the performance 
was a marvel, for it told of wonderful tech- 
nical proficiency and of many, many hours 
of hard study, 

This “* Parsifal’’ fragment was the larg- 
est and most pretentious number on the pro- 
gram. It wae eplendidly done, but it israther 
ineffective because of the lengthy Interludes 
which, no matter how well they be played 
on organ and piano, lose the power which be- 
longs to them when in their orchestral garb 
and when accompanying the action on the 
stage. The bringing forward of such ex- 
cerpts ie fully justifiable, however, for the 
miunnerchor Hterature is poor in really fine, 
larger compositions, and the skill of the 
Mendelssohns demands intricate and difficult 
material for at least a part of its exhibiting. 
Other numbers of true musical worth, how- 
ever, were the Krug “‘ From Every Zone” 
and the five songs which constitute the opus 
45 of Elgar. The Krug compositions are 
settings of “The Bear Hunter,”’ a Norwe- 
gian poem, “‘ Farewell Song," an early Dutch 
poem, “ The Watch on the Danube,” a Rou- 
manian war song by Carmen Sylva, and 
‘* Morning Hymn,’’ a poem by Pope Gregory 
I. All are strong, well made, and display 
no ineconsiderable individuality. Espectally 
effective are the “ Farewell Song” and the

Chicago Stage 
World Center. 


The stage in Chicago is the most cosmo- 
politan stage in the world. Chicagonot only 
has the first endowed theater in the world, 
but it is in this city that the first and the 
second theater built for the exploitation ex- 
clusively of theatrical entertainments writ- 
ten, staged, and acted by colored people are 
to be found. Chicago is one of the few cities 
in the United States in which the German 
drama thrives so well that almost every per- 
formance is given to a packed house. Chi- 
cago sees this year for the first time a series 


of Greek plays in the modern Greek by Greek 


actors, The ancient Greek dramas—the 
work of Sophocles, Puripides, and Aristo- 
phanes—have been given in Chicago for 
years. 

The French drama has received fine impe- 
tus in Chicago where performances have 
been given brilliantly under the auspices of 
the Alliance Francais, A Chicago man, Ho- 
bart Chatfield-Taylor, has been decorkted 
with the cross of the Legion of Honor by 
France because of his biography of Moliére, 
the French dramatist. Plays of Moliére have 
been given in Chicago. 

It was in Chicago that the first perform- 
ance-in English of several of Schiller’s dra- 


mas¢were given. In Chicago Ibsen has been | 


played to better businese than it hag been 
played to in New York. 

The Russian players who fell upon evil 
days in New York last season were well re- 
ceived in Chicago, not so well as they should 
have been, but better than New York re- 
ceived them. Now they are coming back, 
and partly because of the encouragement she 
received here, Alla Nazimova, the leading 
actress in the company, has learned the Eng- 
lish languege and is appearing as Hedda 
Gabler and as Nora in ‘‘A Doll's House."’ 
She has reached beyond Ibsen and in Chicago 
she will play several other rolesin English. 

It isin Chicago that the finest Yiddish act- 
ing that is done in this country is done. Chi- 
cago hag at different times had two Yiddish 
companies. One used to play in the Star 
theater on the west side. That plays no 
more. The other is the company headed by 
Ellis Glickman, That plays at the old Inter- 
national theater in Wabash avenue.

From Victor Mapes, 
who was for some months the stage director 
of the New theater, Miss Ashwell bought one 
of the plays that she will take back to Lon- 
don with her.

New York,—[Special Correspondence. )—The 
drama of dignity makes no competition with 
the four shows of frivolity that are brought 
inte Broadway this week. The least de- 
serving of these is “Tim Sullivan's Chow- 
der.” But it is so singular that, news- 
monger that I am, I give it place at the top 
of the column. Timothy D. Sullivan, for- 
merly congressman, now next to boss of Tam- 
many, and always the Big Tim of dom- 
inance in the politics of the Bowery section, 
owns three theaters in New York. One is 
devoted to legitimate drama, and there “ The 
Man of the Hour,” with its theme of graft in 
politics, and with Big Tim depicted as an 
enemy to Boss Murphy and friend to Mayor 
MeClellan, is holding the stage. His two 
other theaters are given over to buriesq 
and between them he divides a fortnight o 
“ Tim Sullivan's Chowder.” The title is self- 
explanatory to New Yorkers. Big Tim 
reaches the hearts of his voters through their 
stomachs. One of his several annual blow- 
outs is a chowder excursion for Bowery fam- 
ilies to Coney island, when he fills thousands 
of men and women with clams and beer. 
How can they beat him? They don’t try to. 
However, being a practical politician, he en- 
deavors to turn his purchases of clams and 
beer jnto the utmost possible amount of popu- 
larity. Hence the play of ‘‘ Tim Sullivan's 
Chowder.”’ 

I was curious to see whether Big Tim would 
yield to vanity and have himself portrayed 
as the handsome man that heis. No. The 
“ Tim Sullivan, ‘politician,’ in the play is a 
fat, squat, grotesque Irishman, who within 
five minutes after the curtain is up spits col- 
loquially into the face of Guggenheimer, his 
German political opponent, and is spit at with 
equal fluency by Guggenheimer. You and I 
may think it nothing but nauseous when 
stage dialogists, in the excitement of soliviac 
speech, make squirtguns of their mouths; but 
what are we against the rabbies which laugh. 
In this case—for Big Tim is astute, mind you, 
and doesn’t in his Irish enthusiasm forget 
that Germans vote abundantly in the Bowery 
district—Guggenheimer is as effectual a spat- 
terer as Sullivan, and the contest is a draw. 

Essentially “Tim Sullivan’s Chowder ”’ 
merely is one more of the burlesques that 
make the rounds of the concert halls: I 
wouldn’t think of adviging Mr. Sullivan ina 
matter of political tact; and of course women 
don't vote; yet mightn’t some of his voters’ 
wives and daughters get miffed when they 
see the twenty show girls representing them 
at a Sullivan chowder and wearing no petti- 
coats betwixt their short outer skirts and 
themselves? Nor would I set up my judg- 
ment against his when he lets a wornan, as- 
sumedly the wife of one voter and mother of 
an indefinite number, slowly disrobe herself 
in the course of, some feats of contortion, 
taking off one garment after another until 
she arrives at professional modesty in the 
conventional guise of an acrobat.

How. easy playwriting 
seems when a successful example is in mind; 
and that is true especially of ‘“‘ The Little 
Michus,”” because the stuff of it is pifle and 
twaddle. Two girls are supposedly twins, 
but really one only is the child of the appa- 
rent parents, the other having been baby 
farmed out to them by her army general 
father. It would seem that when Gilbert 
made so much fun with Little Buttercup, 
“ mixing those children up ”’ in ** Pinafore,”’ 
the librettists would cease to make use of 
changelings; but they don’t, and here they 
are again with the mere variation of detail 
that the confusion arose from giving the 
babies a bath together, and there wasn’t 
so much as’ a pinhead birthmark by which 
to tell which was which. 

If you had thought out that complication 
for the start of a play, of course your next 
step would be to create two lovers for the 
girls. It couldn't have required genius in 
Duval and Van Loo, the authors’ of the 
original French comedy, to decide that the 
woaer of the low born Rose Marie Michu 
should be a peasant, and that he who courted 
the high born Marie Rose Michu should be a 
gallant lieutenantinthearmy. When a Lon- 
don manager chose this play to make over 
into a musical show he had it adapted by an 
English jobber, but went to Andre Messager, 
a conductor at the Paris Grand opera house, 
for tunes; and those tunes contain all the 
merit that makes the material of “ The Lit- 
tle Michus’’ uncommonly valuable. How- 
ever, they are sung so badly in the New 
York performance that hardly half of their 
quality gets to the audience. 

How, then, does *‘ The Little Michus ” pull 
through its difficulties? George Graves is the 
reason. He had been for many years an 
actor in English provincial obscurity when 
the r6le of the general in search of a daugh- 


ter was given te him, and he was privileged ~ 


to do anything and everything he could think 
of to render it amusing. I don’t know that 


this was so, yet I firmly believe it, for the . 


character is utterly at variance with all else 
in the play, is extended with what we call 
‘‘gags’”’ and the English call ‘“ wheezes,” 
and is much like a monologue built up slowly 
by a vaudeville entertainer. I have seen 
Sam Bernard, Pete Dailey, and De Wolf 
Hopper develop a part in that way from 
nenentity to dominance. No doubt Graves 
had acquired a large collection of comicali- 
ties during his provincial travels, and these 
were new to London, where his fun—a mix- 
ture of buffoonery and racy humor—gave a 
vigorous life to the piece for two years. He 
has hit New York's bullseye hard. I imagine 
that he has fired himself off gompletely, using 
up all his powder and ball, and hereafter 
will scatter his fire over the target; but for 
the time being he is in the front line of our 
grotesque comedians, hindered by inability to 
even attempt to sing, but quite the equal of 
Hopper, Daniels, De Angelis, or Bernard asa 
combined jester and clown.

_bave been synonyms for greatness on the 
American stage wae the name of 


A. M. 
Paimer. In his famous stock company ap- 
peared the best known players of their time. 
Mr. Palmer made a great deal of money, He 
Spent a great deal of it in his Hbrary. He 
amassed a collection of books about the 
stage that was the marvel of all his friends. 
Sections of that library were sold at auction 
in New York the other day. The taste of 
some of the buyers was beautifully illus- 
trated by the fact that $33—one of the high- 
est prices paid, by the way—was given not 
for some rare dramatic work but for a col- 
lection of newspaper clippings descriptive of 
the destruction of the Brooklyn theater, tn 
which “The Two Orphans” was playing. 
After Mr. Palmer died, following a term as

Some of those managers who made for- 
tunes as.independent producers have declined 
to salaried positions in which they work for 
othera.

The first vaudeville sketch, that Witham 
Gillette ever has written has just been pre- 
sented with success. It is called ‘‘ The Red 
Owl,” and Mr. Gillette not only staged it 
but he engaged the players and had charge 
of the rehéarsals. 

‘One’ of the new sketches in vaudeville 
which has met with success is ‘* Marse Cov- 
ington,” by George Ade. It was produced 
at the New theater, in Chicago, and then 
was taken into vaudeville by E. J. Connol- 
ley, who had been a member of Joe Weber's 
company. 

It is in vaudeville that the highest salary 
paid in the show business today is paid. 
Lily Langtry gets-it. It is $2,500 a week in 
real money, together with all her traveling 
expenses. 

Richard Buhler, one of the favorite mati- 
née idols of Chicago and who has been at 
the head of his own companies in Wabash 
avenue and in Honolulu, -has gone into 
vaudeville with a sketch. 


A. Conan Doyle is writing a vaudeville - 


sketch, and today®there is no author so 
lofty or no player so prominent that vaude- 
ville will not go after him if it wants him. 

These, indeed, are the halcyon days of the 
continuous houses.

This country is 
the choice fleld for the exploitation of any- 
bedy who has a good vaudeville idea. 

Sophie Brandt found one the other day. 
She had been starring in the long grass 
country in a musical comedy. Her starring 
tour fell into innocuous desuetude. Refus- 
ing to be stumped, she bought a black vel- 
vet drop curtain, a white dfess, and a mov- 
ing picture machine. Now she sings songs 
in vaudeville while a man in the gallery 
works the machine which changes the color 
of Miss Brandt's dress at frequent intervals. 
Simple? A lot of money avery week for its 
simplicity. 

Vaudeville is served now by such men as 
Joseph Hart (it used to be Hallen and Hart 
In the old days), Ned Wayburn, Will M. 
Cressy, Ezra Kendall, and other clever 
writers and devisers of vaudeville effects. 
Nothing comes too high for vaudeville these 
days. Anybody who has anything that will 
bring money into the house can get a large 
share of that money. Only one thing is 
barred—vulgarity. Performers are fined 
faster for that than for anything that they 
are guilty of. It was not like this in the 
old variety days when Tony Pastor began 
his reign and when the founder of the cele- 
brated Keith circuit was laying the founda- 
tions of his future success by exhibiting a 
midget called ** Little Alice ’ in a dry goods 
store in New England, 

But there have been acute changes in the 
last five years. . One does not hgve to go 
back twenty-five. There is a’ wealth of 
money being spent in vaudeville today.

hearsal, He never gives unnecessary pain. 


j Then there is Ben Teal, who rehearses some 


of the biggest musical comedies and spec- 
tacles. .More than once some chorus girl 
who has been angered by his manner of con- 
ducting a rehearsal has tried to get at him 
with a hat pin. He rehearses a company 
from four weeks to six, takes the chorus 
separately and does not bring the two bodies 
together till each is perfect in its way. If 
he were a candidate in an efficiency contest 
he would get a lot of votes, but extra tellers 
would not have to be employed to count the 
votes he would get in a popularity contest 
from the young women he has rehearsed. 
At rehearsals Richard Mansfield can be 
the kindest, most thoughtful man in the world, 
or something entirely different. He has no 
patience with stupidity and with stupid peo- 
ple he has no mercy. Still, sometimes some 
people that are not stupid fall under his 
ban at rehearsals. There was Ernest Warde, 
for instance. He is the son of Frederick 
Warde, the tragedian, and he is a good
